CLASSICAL TRANSLATION 


Quince. Bless thee, Bottom! bless thee! thou art translated! 
Bottom. 1 see their knavery: this is to make an ass of me. 


A Midsummer-night’s Dream, III, I. 


BeTTER MEN than Bottom have had better cause than he to complain of 
the asses’ heads fastened on them by translation. The art has certainly had 
its full share of follies—from the worthy who turned Love’s Last Shift into 
La Derniére Chemise de I’ Amour, to that other worthy who, finding a French 
prose version of Paradise Lost, thought it an excellent original and set out to 
enrich English literature by translating it back again. 

Yet translation is an ancient and honourable calling, older than literature 
itself. It must have begun with the first prehistoric savage who learnt to 
patter the jargon of two different tribes and to interpret between them; 
thus originating that good work, still pursued by the British Council, of 
bridging the chasms of speech and race. But it is also a difficult art. The first 
difficulty is to realise how difficult it is. Open that useful, interesting, yet 
rather depressing volume, The Oxford Book of Greek Verse in Translation— 
you may be driven to wonder whether good translators of poetry are not 
rarer even than good poets. 

Translation has, indeed, known one golden age—the Renaissance. In 
those eager years men rushed to ransack the riches of the Mediterranean 
world, as their barbarian ancestors had marched on Delphi and Rome. What 
was done for the Bible by Wycliffe’s scholars, then by Tyndale, Coverdale, 
and Luther, was done for poetry by writers like Chaucer, Wyatt, Surrey, 
Ronsard, Marlowe, Chapman, Harrington, Fairfax, and Dryden; and for 
prose by works like Amyot’s Plutarch (without which even Montaigne would 
not have been fully Montaigne), North’s Plutarch, Philemon Holland’s* Livy 
and Pliny, Adlington’s Apuleius, Florio’s and Cotton’s Montaigne, Shelton’s 
Don Quixote, or Urquhart’s Rabelais. It was worth being a translator then! 
But after the supreme acclamations that hailed Pope’s Homer the prestige of 
translation began to decline; though the nineteenth century brought 
FitzGerald and Rossetti; the twentieth, Gilbert Murray and Arthur Waley. 

Why is translation so difficult? We see interpreters in railway-stations 
jabber half a dozen languages without appearing to be men of overmastering

mind. No serious difficulties arise in translating a customs-regulation, or a 
treatise on beetles (though even here there are sometimes unsuspected snares), 
But in dealing with literature—above all, with poetry—pitfalls lurk at 
every step. For with art come emotions; and the emotions are amazingly 
complex. The writer makes statements; but he also has feelings about the 
statements; he excites feelings about them in others; he excites feelings 
towards himself. Further, the feelings he pretends to excite may not be those 
he really intends (as when Mark Antony speaks in the Forum); and the 
feelings he intends to excite may not be those he actually excites. In addition, 
there are the other complex feelings aroused by sound, by rhythm, by the 
associations of words or ideas. When the poet translated uses a dead language 
and has been dead himself two or three thousand years, the process becomes 
like building a bridge across Chaos. The translator, in short, needs to be 
linguist, historian, psychologist, critic, and poet in one. And what problems! 
Shall he, for instance, put truth first, or beauty? —letter or spirit? Shall he try 
to reproduce the effect Homer had on ancient Ionians?:—or the way Homer 
might have written in modern English? 

My own views are strong, even if wrong. A classical translation should 
simply aim at giving the intelligent reader the same sort of pleasure as he 
would get from reading the original with a reasonable knowledge of classics. 
The first duty, then, of any translation of literature is to be, itself, literature— 
otherwise it is not really a translation. A hard saying, perhaps; but translation 
is hard. Therefore too literal versions’ are useless, except as cribs, or to 
check freer versions (for example, one may be curious to know what Omar 
Khayyam literally said). Browning’s ‘literal’ Agamemnon is one of the most 
hideous idiocies ever printed. Another example of what may be called ‘the 
literalist fallacy’ is provided by attempts to reproduce the exact metres of 
classical originals. Thence comes the gouty gallop of the English “hexameter,’ 
or those supposed reconstructions of Greek choric metres which seem to me 
about as inspiring as a railway-bylaw set to dance-music. Too often, the more 
faithful the process, the more unfaithful the result. 

Second comes the duty of being true to the spirit, the personality, of the 
original author. To falsify that is far worse than falsifying an occasional 
sentence. But here too the task is not easy; it takes insight and sympathy, 
and the translator is perpetually tempted by his own ego, or by the fashions 
of his age. Thus Chapman, in a ‘conceited’ age, sometimes made Homer 
‘conceited’; but the real Homer was too wise for that kind of cleverness. 
Pope, in a polished age, sometimes made Homer a man of the world; but 
‘men of the world’ know far less of the world than the real Homer knew. 
Samuel Butler, who was charming, but also too clever, after turning the

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author of the Odyssey into a lady, began the now popular game of enlivening 
the classics by making them slightly vulgar; but the real Homer preferred 
aristocrats to Thersites. Our own age has gained by the progress of scholar- 
ship; but it too has disadvantages in dealing with the classics. Much modern 
literature hates tradition, strict form, dignity, or grace; about which it tends 
to feel like Whitman, when he was urged to bind his work in vellum— 
‘Pshaw! hangings, curtains, fingerbowls, china-ware, Matthew Arnold!’ 
This reaction against ‘Victorianism’ may, in part, be healthy and robust. 
Better be philistine than precious. Yet need one be either? It may, however, 
be inevitable that ‘the century of the common man,’ faintly seasoned by a 
rather seedy intelligentsia, should not be wholly adapted for dealing with 
classic writers of aristocratic sympathies, like Homer, Aeschylus, Sophocles, or 
Virgil, whose elaborate prosody and fastidious diction are the very reverse 
of our go-as-you-please metres and _hail-fellow-well-met colloquialisms. 
Only this contrast should be faced, not disguised. For it is fundamental. 
Recall the rage of Aeschylus against the more realist and democratic style 
of Euripides, in The Frogs— 
Poor wretch, can you not see 

That souls high-wrought, and mighty thought, must speak with majesty, 

And heroes whose line is half divine need words with a nobler air, 

Just as their dress has a lordliness beyond our common wear? 


Yet even Euripides used a proportion of poetic words such as many moderns 
would deride; and wrote even his ordinary dialogue in a metre stricter than 
any English blank verse—as difficult, I imagine, to compose as a series of 
English sonnets. 

And so when a modern translator, however meritorious in other respects, 
makes the Chorus of Agamemnon observe to the agonized Cassandra ‘that 
refrain is hackneyed,’ at a phrase so ‘hackneyed’ I seem to see a spasm of 
disgust convulse the ghost of Aeschylus. 


We do it wrong, being so majestical. 


And when a modern poet, however gifted in other ways, makes Turnus cry 
‘Aeneas, where are you off to? Don’t welsh on your marriage-contract,’ a 
deeper melancholy seems to settle on the phantom face of Virgil. But: the 
human mind will not see what it does not want to. Even Arnold in his lectures 
On Translating Homer, having justly said that Homer is noble, rapid, plain in 
thought, must needs add ‘plain in words and style.’ But Homer’s words are 
not ‘plain’; his syntax may be straightforward, but his diction is often 
cloth-of-gold—what T. E. Lawrence unfairly called “Wardour Street Greek.’ 
Yet Arnold, noble puritan, believed that poetry should be austere; and so 
before his vision the gold turned grey. He wished Homer ‘plain’: and ‘plain’ 
Homer had to be. 
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There is nothing to prevent anyone rendering classic poets in the drabbest 
or slangiest style he pleases; just as there is nothing to prevent anyone from 
modernizing Paradise Lost, if so disposed, into the language of a strip-cartoon. 
Only it would be honester to call this sort of procedure, not ‘translation,’ 
but ‘adaptation’; and to explain in the preface, ‘I prefer verses that hardly 
scan and the kind of English I hear in a railway-carriage. I have therefore 
ignored the fusty fondness of the Greek for rigid metrical conventions and a 
snobbishly fastidious form of speech.’ Then no one need be deceived. 

Translation, in fact, is not unlike portraiture. The members of a learned 
body known to me have lately taken to being immortalized by a more 
modern type of painter than their predecessors chose. As paintings, the 
results may be imposing; but as portraits they are merely imposing on 
posterity. A better idea of what the sitters were like, as real people, would 
have been given even by good caricatures. For there is point in distorting the 
body the better to show the mind; but none in distorting both. A translator, 
like a portraitist, should catch the soul. 

Here, in a different way, lies the weight of the charge brought against 
Professor Murray’s versions of Euripides—that, where Euripides is sometimes 
flat, prosaic, even cheap, Professor Murray romanticizes and ennobles him. 
This, I am afraid, is true. But a version that disguises for the better is at least 
preferable to a version that degrades. Faulty as translation, as adaptation it 
may keep a value of its own. There is probably no one else living who could 
have so established a Greek dramatist with the English public. 

Thirdly, a translation should be true not only to the spirit of the original 
author, but also to the spirit, the atmosphere, of his time. When the 
original has an air of venerable antiquity, I am no better pleased than Aladdin 
at having my old lamp replaced by some garishly up-to-date article, with the 
magic gone. Unfortunately many persons lack, like Bernard Shaw, any sense 
of history, any reverence for the past. They picture it populated by the same 
people, just in different clothes—a most misleading half-truth. 

Fourth—but, I think, only fourth—comes the duty of fidelity in less 
significant details. Not that this is unimportant. Here some translations suffer 
from excess of licence, as others mentioned above from excess of literalism. 
Much as I admire FitzGerald, for example, I cannot see any justification for 
inserting passages written by himself in his versions of Omar and Aeschylus. 
Or take that familiar stanza— 


A Book of Verses underneath the Bough, 

A Jug of Wine, a Loaf of Bread—and Thou 

Beside me singing in the Wilderness— 

Oh, Wilderness were Paradise enow. 
From Professor Arberry’s illuminating new version of Omar it emerges that 
FitzGerald has imported the Book, the Bough, and the singing; left out a 
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sheep's thigh (mutton is unpoetical); and implied that “Thou’ was a damsel, 
when it was really a Persian lad (not to mention other discrepancies). Fine 
adaptation ; but not translation; though FitzGerald does seem, on the whole, 
fairly faithful to Omar’s spirit. Translation should neither add such details, 
nor omit them, without saying so. It seems to me a rule not without use, 
though rough-and-ready, that the translated text should always be such that 
it could conceivably be retranslated to yield the original. 

It becomes clear that verse-translators are like the Danaids in Hades, doomed 
to transport water in sieves. Much must be lost; the most that can be hoped 
is that a fair portion may remain, and that what remains may not be adul- 
terated. Better, in a translator, sins of omission than sins of commission. 

But it would be a pity, and wrong, to close on too sombre a note. If 
poetry often reduces the translator to despair, prose is a great deal more 
tractable. It may even happen that a prose translation may seem a legitimate 
improvement on its original—for instance, the English New Testament, or 
Amyot’s or North’s or Dryden’s Plutarch. Similarly more copies of the 
French version of Strauss’s Leben Jesu are said to have been sold in Germany 
than in France itself. 

In any case, the need for classical translations does not lessen. To a serious 
extent the dead languages are dying a second time. Yet the classics are not 
proving so easy to replace as some once hoped. The specialized study of 
English literature in education has shown a distressing tendency to fall into 
the hands of cranks or pedants, with an itch for disputatious eccentricities 
of opinion or niggling subtleties of interpretation, which would astonish no 
one more than the great writers themselves. Nor do we find that science 
has brought an age of sense. Indeed we are periodically astonished by the 
way some scientists emerging from their laboratories can become innocents 
abroad. For grace, for intellectual honesty, we can still go to school with 
the Greeks. 

One of the most remarkable successes in the history of modern translation 
has been gained by the Penguin Homer. Dr. E. V. Rieu’s version of Iliad 
and Odyssey is as straightforward in its prose as an issue of The Times; true, 
one might complain that it is also as prosaic as an issue of The Times. But 
here at least there is no deception. This prose does not pretend to give Homer’s 
poetry. Today, indeed, a more poetic version might have found fewer 
readers. And Homer is so great a poet that he can stand without his poetry; 
he is not one of those bards whose sole endowment is a pretty way of saying 
nothing (which is at least better than the ugly way of saying it that forms the 
sole endowment of others). Homer’s story and his characters survive even in 
prose. And it is no small gain that hundreds of thousands of readers should 
acquire even this remote contact with one of the greatest things in European 
literature. 

In short, good translations, both ancient and modern, are one of the vital 
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necessities of our time, if nations are to be united in more than name. ‘An 
ambassador,’ said Sir Henry Wotton (and he got into trouble for saying it), 
‘is an honest man sent to lie abroad for the good of his country’; a genuine 
translator is an honest man who goes abroad to seek the truth, for the good 
both of his own country and of all mankind. 


Mr. F, L. Lucas, Fellow and Lecturer of King’s College, Cambridge, and University Reader in 
English, is himself a distinguished translator, a poet, and the author of many books on English and 
Classical literature. He is at present engaged upon a companion volume to his Greek Poetry for 
Everyman, entitled Greek Drama for Everyman, which will appear in 1954. His new volume of 
poems From Many Times and Lands will be published in the spring of this year. 
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IN THE BOOK LIST that follows the books chosen for review have been limited 
to those regarded by the selectors as sufficiently good of their kind to be worthy of 
recommendation.

The work carried out in the field of inter-library lending is of the greatest importance 
and it can be claimed that no other country has such a service of sharing library wealth 
as that which exists in Great Britain and which is described in this Report, the result 
of a detailed survey and critical examination of the National Central Library and the 
Regional Library Systems at work. The first part deals with the facts as the surveyor 
saw them in 1951, the second evaluates the facts and submits recommendations. The 
report contains an historical survey of the National Central Library and the inter- 
lending service, discusses inter-library loan procedure, the provision of books for 
idult classes, union catalogues, and subject specialisation.

A ‘new revised edition’ of one of the best one-volume encyclopedias, the revisions 
including the figures from the Preliminary Reports of the British Census of 1951. 
As most of the entries are very short it is particularly useful for quick reference. 
Items of contemporary interest are very numerous, and a wide field of knowledge 
is covered.

This collection of some of the articles and other contributions appearing in this famous 
newspaper makes an anthology pleasing in the scope, variety and finished workman- 
ship of the selections. They deal with home and foreign affairs and events, town and 
country life, books, the arts, science and sport, and include poems, essays and letters. 
The reader will be impressed by Mr. Ivor Brown’s choice and arrangement, by the 
permanent interest of many of the selections, and by the competence of the writers.

PHILOSOPHY AND PSYCHO-ANALYSIS. John Wisdom. Blackwell (Oxford), 
228.6d. 22°2 cm. 288 pages. 
Under this ambiguous title Professor Wisdom republishes critical notices of publica- 
tions, including Ayer’s revised edition of Language, Truth and Logic and Russell’s 
History of Western Philosophy, together with essays on some of the stock problems of 
current discussion. In these he employs the fashionable technique of linguistic analysis, 
though he avoids the extreme conclusions which can be reached by this method. This 
attitude 1 is most easily discerned in an important study of ‘Metaphy sics and Verifica- 
tion’, the longest of a group of essays concerned with philosophic al method, in which 
the analyses of Wittgenstein appear as an obvious formative influence. (104) 


DOMINICAN STUDIES. An Annual Review. Vol. 5, 1952. Blackfriars 
Publications, 15s. 22°8 cm. 263 pages. Paper bound. 
This volume contains nine articles as well as a number of book reviews. An article by 
Father Albert Pré on ‘St. Thomas Aquinas and the Psychology of Freud’ and another 
by Fr. Victor White on “The Prolegomena to the Five Ways’ are included with 
other studies of interest especially for the Thomist. There is also a good brief sketch of 
the history of the English Dominicans from 1555 to 1950 and the sixth instalment 
of ‘Christian Sites around the Sed of Galilee” by Clemens Kopp. (105) 


PRIMARY LOVE AND PSYCHO-ANALYTICAL TECHNIQUE. 
Michael Balint. Hogarth Press and the Institute of Psycho-Analysis, 30s. 22-2 cm. 
288 pages. Indexes. (International Psycho-Analytical Library) 

The author is a London psycho-analyst who formerly worked in Budapest. His book 

consists of lectures and papers collected from various journals, and addressed to the 

specialist. To the general reader and to many other psychologists the Freudian 
terminology will be a barrier, but the papers make a distinctive contribution to 
several of the rather recondite problems now exercising this school of analysts. 

Dr. Balint believes that a short phase of trustful, unconditional loving characterises 

earliest infancy, and that the infant is not totally narcissistic but has from the first a 

rudimentary psychological relation to the real world. In Freudian psychology these 

are matters of considerable controversy. (13°34) 


A FURTHER STUDY OF VISUAL PERCEPTION. M. D. Vernon. 
Cambridge University Press, 35s. 22°2 cm. 300 pages. 30 figures in text. Bibliography. 
Indexes. 

This scholarly study, by a psychologist and author of Visual Perception (1937), sum- 

marises the methods and findings of laboratory experiments on visual perception 

during the last fifty years, with the main emphasis on recent work. The author shows 
how greatly visual perception depends on mental systems that the individual has 
created for himself, rather than merely on the physical qualities of the world around 
him. The book will appeal mainly to students and specialists; others are likely to find 
it too much the product of the secluded laboratory to hold their attention. (152) 


RELIGION [AND THEOLOGY] 
A CONCORDANCE OF SU BJECTS. Compiled by Charles R. Joy. 
Black, 25s. 24 cm. 490 pages. 
This volume differs from the usual concordance of the Bible, since it is concerned not 
with listing verses in which a particular word, whether it is important or not, appears 
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but with arranging texts under topics. Over 2,000 topics are selected and 25,000 
verses are quoted in full from the Authorised Version with the appropriate reference 
in each case. Preachers who choose topics for their sermons and then search for a 
text will find in this volume timely aid, while Bible readers generally will turn with 
interest and profit to the various texts which are cited to illustrate particular themes.

CONCISE BIBLE COMMENTARY. W. K. Lowther Clarke. S.P.C.K., 
30S. 23°4 cm. 1,010 pages. 17 maps and illustrations. Index. 
Ifa commentary on the whole Bible by one man can be justified, Dr. Lowther Clarke, 
who gives us here the fruit of forty years’ study, has achieved a considerable measure 
of success. The volume is divided into four main sections comprising general articles 
followed by introductions to the books of the Old Testament, Apocrypha and New 
Testament with commentaries. The appendix contains a glossary of bible words and 
suggestions for courses of study. This well-produced and inexpensive commentary 
should prove of service to those who need in convenient form reliable information 
about the background and contents of biblical literature. (220-7) 


ACCORDING TO THE SCRIPTURES. The Sub-structure of New 
Testament Theology. C. H. Dodd. Nisbet, 10s.6d. 19°6 cm. 145 pages. Index. 
Professor Dodd starts from the conviction, claborated in previous works, that New 
Testament theology rests upon a central tradition with its core in what is called the 
‘kerygma’ or proclamation of the Gospel, consisting of the announcement of certain 
historical events in a particular setting. He shows that the significance attached to 
these events by early Christian teachers is mainly indicated by reference to certain 
key passages from the Old Testament and that, by placing these passages alongside 
the story of Jesus, the sub-structure of the various theological edifices which we find 
in the epistles of St. Paul, the epistle to the Hebrews, the Gospel and epistles of St. 
John is unveiled. Admirably clear, the book is a creative contribution to New 
Testament thought and is indispensable to all students of the subject. (225) 


THE DOMINION OF CHRIST. L. S. Thornton. Dacre Press, 25s. 22°2 cm. 
221 pages. Indexes. 
In the first part the author contends that what gives the Bible its unity is the fact of 
Christ who is the beginning and the end of the divine purpose and who identifies 
himself with man and restores human nature to its original destiny. The second part 
traces the story of the divine purpose in conflict with and in victory over the powers 
of darkness. This is a work of an able and original mind based on wide learning and 
religious insight. Unfortunately it is often marred by scriptural interpretations that 
are fanciful or forced. (230) 


DOCUMENTS ILLUSTRATING PAPAL AUTHORITY, A.D. 96-454. 
Edited and Introduced by E. Giles. S.P.C.K., 17s.6d. 19 cm. 366 pages. Indexes. 
This volume contains a useful selection of translated documents illustrating the 
development of papal authority and ranging from Clement of Rome to Leo the Great. 
The extracts are accompanied by explanatory notes which relate them to their 
context in the history of the Church and indicate how they have sometimes been 
used in controversial works by Anglican and Roman apologists, notably Bishop Gore 
and Dom John C hapman. Necessary material for detailed study of a crucial issue is 
here provided in convenient form. (262-13)

full details of the Catholic Hierarchy, and information on the dioceses of England, 
Scotland and Wales, with lists of Cardinals, Archbishopsand Bishops of the Common- 
wealth and the U.S.A., and of the priests of Great Britain and religious orders in 
England and Wales.

The yearbook 
contains the usual information on the dioceses and the Church Assembly, with a 
Who’s Who of the Church Assembly, and a list of Organisations of the Church, 
with sections on the Church Overseas, and the Theological Faculties and Colleges 
of the English Universities.

Jewish organisation in the Dominions, 
the Colonies and foreign countries is included, and there is a separate article on societies 
and institutions in Israel. A Who’s Who of 150 pages includes well-known personali- 
ties of the world.

BABYLONIAN AND ASSYRIAN RELIGION. S. H. Hooke. Hutchinson, 
8s.6d.

Professor Hooke, well known as an Old Testament scholar and as an authority on 
comparative religion, here presents a reliable and up-to-date description of the religion 
of the two great empires, Babylon and Assyria. An illuminating discussion of Sumerian 
culture precedes a detailed survey of the main theme. Mesopotamian gods, their 
priests and temples, ritual, mythology and divination are among the subjects discussed 
with frequent reference to original sources and modern authors. In a twenty-page 
appendix translations are given of selected religious texts, mostly related to ritual. 
Students of the Old Testament and all who are interested in the ancient Near East 
will welcome this clear and authoritative statement.

This edition of Whitaker's Almanack is the largest yet printed; many existing sections 
have been expanded and several new ones introduced, including an important section 
on the B.B.C. A list of all Trades Unions affiliated to the T.U.C. has been added 
as a supplement to the Directory section. The different sections deal exhaustively 
with the area and population of each country, the constitution, education, finance 
and industry, and communications. Events of particular importance in all parts of 
the world are recorded, and the full editions include information on science, literature, 
drama and films.

THE COUNTY OF FIFE. Alexander Smith. Introduction by Professor 
J. W. Nisbet. Oliver & Boyd, 20s. 22°8 cm. 829 pages. 12 plates. 28 maps and 
diagrams. Folding map. Tables. (Third Statistical Account of Scotland) 
The first Statistical Account of Scotland was edited towards the end of the eighteenth 
century by Sir John Sinclair, who had persuaded some goo parish ministers to furnish 
information about their respective parishes, especially with regard to population, 
production and trade, food, diseases and longevity. Their mid-nineteenth-century 
successors contributed to the Second Account, and their successors in turn were 
recently enlisted for the Third, which has reached the second volume. Almost half 
the space is filled by Mr. Smith’s general description of Fife, and much editorial 
work has been expended with good effect on the accounts of parishes. Probably no 
Scottish county has seen a greater variety of changes since Sinclair’s day, for, in 
addition to the developments of mining, manufactures and shipping, there has been 
progress in agriculture and fishing. Everyone associated with the Third Statistical 
Account deserves congratulation. (309-1) 


ENGLAND IN TRANSITION. Life and Work in the Eighteenth Century. 
M. Dorothy George. Penguin Books, 2s. 18 cm. 160 pages. 16 illustrations. Tables. 
Index. Paper bound. (Pelican Books) 

During the period 1760-1830 the gradual changes, long in progress, in agriculture and 

industry, experienced a rapid acceleration, which has been called the Agricultural 

and the Industrial Revolution. The author traces the course and causes of these revolu- 
tions. To put their often stigmatised results into perspective, the conditions in town and 
country in the so-called Golden Age of Domestic Industry and Open-field Agriculture 
are described. Then, from the evidence presented in the book, assessment is made of 
the factors contributing to early nineteenth century social conditions. The book (first 
published in 1931 and now reissued with additions) is a clear and well-balanced survey.

NIES. A Report prepared by the Hansard Society on some of the Problems 
involved in Developing Parliamentary Institutions in Colonial Territories. Hansard 
Society, 12s.

The problem, in general terms, is whether parliamentary institutions as understood in 

England are capable of being applied to colonial territories unchanged, or whether 
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in fact the democratic system is suitable at all. This report examines various aspects, 
including the policies of other colonial powers, the problems of a plural society, local 
government, and measures likely to strengthen parliamentary institutions. Among 
the ten miscellaneous appendices are special notes on the Congo, Malaya, and 
Mauritius.

LAND AND POPULATION IN EAST AFRICA. Exchange of Corre- 
spondence between the Secretary of State for the Colonies and the Government of 
Kenya on the Appointment of the Royal Commission. Colonial Office. H.M.

In November 1951 the Governor of Kenya, Sir Philip Mitchell, sent a long despatch 

to the Secretary of State for the Colonies stressing population density on available 

agricultural land in East Africa and urging greater development of the economic 
resources of the area. Owing to the complexity of social, economic and industrial 
problems involved he suggested, with the approval of the Governors of Uganda and 

Tanganyika, that a Royal Commission should examine the whole problem. This 

pamphlet prints the despatch in full and adds the Secretary of State’s reply of July 1952 

and the terms of reference of the Royal Commission subsequently appointed. This is 

a most important publication for all interested in the present problems of East 

Africa.

THE COMMUNIST TECHNIQUE IN BRITAIN. Bob Darke. Penguin 
Books, 2s. 18 cm. 159 pages. Paper bound. (Penguin Special) 
The political autobiography of a man of integrity, independence and strength of mind. 
Mr. Darke thought to find in Communism a cure for those evils of industrial society 
of which he remains passionately aware. For eighteen years he combined a heavy day's 
work as a "bus driver with ardent active membership of the British Communist Party 
in East London, in whose interest he became a Borough Councillor. In 1951 he 
resigned, convinced that party ideology, tactics and discipline were inconsistent with 
human well-being, public or private. As a piece of documentation the volume should 
be of great value to social and political historians. (329.942)

The second issue of a valuable reference work on labour in Pakistan, with data on 
wages, welfare, cost of living, policy, and administration. A large part of the book is 
taken up with records of the First, Second, and Third Pakistan Labour Conferences, 
held in Karachi in 1949 and 1950 and Dacca in 1952 respectively. In the first issue of 
the yearbook (1949-50) the text of labour laws was given. This is omitted in the new 
edition (a separate volume on the Labour Code is forecast) but in its place is printed a 
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list of all industrial awards and Conciliation Board settlements from the inception of 
Pakistan in August 1947 to May 1952. (331.09547)

Following an explanation of the National Food Survey of 1950, there are sections 

with statistical information on domestic food consumption and expenditure in 1950; 

energy value and nutrient content of the household diet, 1950; seasonal changes in 

domestic food consumption expenditure and in nutritional levels during 1950; the 
household diet of social classes; and the diets of households of different family com-

BANKING IN THE BRITISH COMMONWEALTH. Edited by ae 
Sayers. Oxford University Press, 35s. 22°2 cm. 504 pages. Diagrams. Tables. Index. 
This is the first study of the organisation of banking throughout the British Common- 
wealth; each chapter on each principal country is by an expert, with special chapters 
on the Bank of Canada, the Commonwealth Bank of Australia, and the South African 
Reserve Bank. There is a separate chapter on the Colonial Empire, which includes an 
account of colonial currency and the main currency unions. Whilst intended as a 
companion to Sayers’s Modern Banking it is a useful work not only for students but 
for those engage -d in business with overseas territories, and enlarges the general 
knowledge of the financial structure of the sterling area. (332.1) 


BRITAIN, THE STERLING AREA AND EUROPE. F. V. Meyer. 
Bowes & Bowes (Cambridge), 21s. 22°2 cm. 150 pages. 3 figures. Tables. Index. 
A non-political study of the means by which economic stability can be furthered by 
international co-operation. It is concerned primarily with economic unions, citing 
the sterling area, a monetary union between the United Kingdom and the overseas 
Commonwealth (except Canada) as the important example. It discusses, in particular, 
the prospects of customs union in Western Europe, and the value of the European 
Payments Union. The book, by the Lecturer in Economics in the University College 
of the South-West, Exeter, should interest both theoretical economists and those who 
are concerned with practical policy. (332.15) 


TAXATION AND INCENTIVE. Lady Rhys-Williams. Hodge, 15s. 22-2 cm. 
188 pages. 4 figures. Tables. 
The author’s primary concern is with the danger of reducing incentives in Great 
Britain under the conditions of a welfare state. She urges a reduction in progressive 
taxation, and suggests ways of effecting this, partly by combining income tax and 
social insurance contributions, and leaving only government expenditure of a strictly 
national kind to be borne by progressive or indirect taxation. The book elaborates and 
explains the proposals for the reform of the income tax system which the author has 
placed before the Royal Commission on the Taxation of Profits and Income. (336.24)

An outline of the financial and administrative provisions of the scheme for large scale 

aluminium production in the Gold Coast. The British and Gold Coast Governments 
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and existing producers in Canada and Great Britain would share in the scheme, which 
would involve an initial capital expenditure of £100 million rising to £144 million. 
A Preparatory Commission is proposed, at a cost of £400,000, to explore every 
possibility in the light of existing conditions before a master agreement is concluded.

STATISTICAL YEAR-BOOK OF THE WORLD POWER CON- 
FERENCE. No. 6: Annual Statistics for 1948-1950, with some Supplementary 
and Revised Statistics for earlier years and Available Statistics for 1951; some 
Additional and Revised Data on Resources. Edited, with introductory and explana- 
tory texts, by Frederick Brown. World Power Conference, 35s. 28-5 cm. 163 pages.

Edited by the Reader in Commerce in the University of London, and issued by the 

Central Office of the World Power Conference, this publication provides a convenient 

statistical review of world power and fuel resources, etc. Returns from the ‘Iron 

Curtain’ countries are, however, excluded. Presentation is excellent and the statistical 

returns are clearly defined with many clear explanatory notes. In future editions it 

would be of value in the section on alcohols to differentiate between ethyl alcohol 
produced by fermentation and that produced by synthesis from ethylene. Similarly, 
it would be useful under the heading natural gas to record the quantity used for organic 
chemical synthesis. In both these cases production is now reaching a significant level, 
worthy of statistical record. (338.47) 


INCOME AND WEALTH OF THE UNITED STATES: Trends and 
Structure. Papers by Simon Kuznets and Raymond Goldsmith. Edited by Simon 
Kuznets. Bowes & Bowes (Cambridge), 35s. 22-2 cm. 328 pages. Tables. (International 
Association for Research in Income and Wealth. Income and Wealth: Series IT) 

The two papers in this volume were presented at the August 1951 meeting of the 

International Association for Research in Income and Wealth. The first, by Professor 

Kuznets, describes the long-term changes in the national income of the United States 

since 1870. Dr. Goldsmith’s paper is on the growth of reproducible wealth of the 

United States from 1805 to 1950. The treatment of both papers is statistical. Together 

they provide a survey of the main problems of using statistics of national income and 

wealth as tools in the study of national economic growth. (339.34)

ESSAYS ON THE AUSTRALIAN CONSTITUTION. Edited by R. 
Else-Mitchell. Law Book Co. of Australasia (Sydney, Australia), 42s. 22°2 cm. 319 pages.

Ten notable legal men, headed by Sir John Latham, until recently Chief Justice of the 
High Court of Australia, have contributed essays to this collection. Their aim has 
been to emphasise various aspects of Australian federalism and the constitution, to 
consider the judicial, defence and other important powers of the Commonwealth, 
and to show how the Commonwealth has in some cases increased its status and 
powers during the half-century since Federation. Without attempting a comprehensive 
survey, the essays cover much ground and will interest students of the Federal govern- 
ment’s role in domestic and international affairs. (342.94) 


CURRENT LAW CONSOLIDATION. Vol. 1. 1947-51. General Editor: 
John Burke. Sweet & Maxwell, 189s. 25-4 cm. 2,800 pages. Tables. Index. 


This publication began in 1947 and has appeared since then in monthly parts with 
annual cumulations. It contains references to all changes in English law from whatever 
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source, and, in addition, includes summaries of many Commonwealth decisions. In 
this volume are consolidated the first five years’ entries, which have been re-examined, 
brought up to date and reassembled under nearly 200 subject headings in alphabetical 
order, and in 11,123 paragraphs. It also includes a Statute and Case Citator, a table of 
Statutory Instruments, 1947-51, and a table of Abbreviations. The publishers justly 
claim that this is ‘a complete statement of all the law from every source’. This first 
consolidation will be of permanent interest and will be invaluable to all concerned 
with any aspect of English law. (346) 


SELECT LEGAL ESSAYS. Sir P. H. Winfield. Sweet & Maxwell, 37s.6d. 
22*2 cm. 307 pages. Table. Index. 

This volume containing a reprint, without change, of fifteen of Sir Percy Winfield’s 
many essays on Common Law topics will be warmly welcomed. They have appeared 
in a number of English and American legal periodicals in the past thirty years. Seven 
contributions deal with the law of Tort, where the author’s great contribution to 
English law has been most outstanding, three deal with Contract, three with Quasi- 
contract and two with Public Policy and Ethics in English Common Law. Sir Percy 
Winfield is Emeritus Professor of English Law in the University of Cambridge. The 
present holder of that chair, Professor S. J. Bailey, contributes an editorial preface.

Quasi-contract is an act or event which, although not a normal contract by agreement, 
is held to give rise to an obligation as if from a contract. There has been no recent 
work in English law specifically on this subject, although it is normally included in 
general treatises on the law of contract. This new work by the distinguished Emeritus 
Professor of English Law in the University of Cambridge will be of value to 
those concerned both with the practice and with the teaching of law. (347.4) 


A GUIDE TO THE DEFAMATION ACT, 1952. Richard O'Sullivan.

Through the Defamation Act, 1952, which came into operation on 16 November 

1952, the English law of libel and slander is considerably changed. It is unnecessary to 

prove special damage by broadcasting, slander affecting professional or business 

reputation, and slander of title. The Act affords protection in cases of unintentional 
defamation, and changes the law relating to Justification and Qualified Privilege and 
in other important respects. The author is a Queen’s Counsel and an acknowledged 

authority on this branch of English law. (347.5) 


A GUIDE TO THE LAW OF INTESTATES’ ESTATES AND 
FAMILY PROVISION. D. C. Potter. Sweet & Maxwell, 8s.6d. 20 cm. 83 
pages. Tables. Index. Paper bound. (Current Law Guides) 

The English law of succession was fundamentally changed in 1925 and since then it 

has been amended in a number of small ways. The Intestates’ Estates Act, 1952, 

however, which came into effect 1 January 1953, made far-reaching changes in the 

law of intestate succession by increasing the statutory legacy paid to a surviving spouse 
and by giving the spouse an increased interest in the remaining estate. The Act also 

extended the Inheritance (Family Provision) Act, 1938, to intestacies. The author is a 

barrister-at-law.

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THE LAW RELATING TO WILLS, with Precedents of Particular Clauses 
and Complete Wills. W. J. Williams. 2 vols. Butterworth, 147s. 25°4 cm. 1,419 pages.

This is a most important new work on the English law of wills, which will undoubtedly 
take its place alongside Jarman on Wills as a standard work. Vol. 1 deals with the law 
of wills and covers the subject in 103 short chapters. Chapters 1-47 deal with matters 
arising before the will becomes operative, i.e., before the testator’s death, and the 
remaining chapters mainly relate to matters of construction of the will, which would 
arise after death. Vol. 2 gives the precedents of clauses in wills for particular purposes, 
statutory will forms, and forms of complete wills and codicils. The author is a barrister- 
at-law and the Conveyancing Editor of the current edition of the Encyclopaedia of 
Forms and Precedents. (347.6) 


HANDBOOK OF THE FORMATION, MANAGEMENT AND 
WINDING UP OF JOINT STOCK COMPANIES. Sir Francis Gore- 
Browne. 41st edition by Philip James Sykes, L. J. Morris, Oliver Smith and Stanley 
Borrie. Jordan, 63s. 24°7 cm. 1,104 pages. Tables. Index. 


A standard manual, first published in 1866, dealing with the law relating to these 
branches of English company law. The changes arising from the Companies Act, 
1948, have been widespread and constitute the main changes since the last edition in 
1946. The work is in three main sections: the formation and constitution; management 
and conduct of the business of a company; and the several ways of winding up a 
company. Appendices deal with the Stock Exchange, stamp duties and fees, and give 
the text of certain relevant legislation. (347.7) 


PALMER’S COMPANY PRECEDENTS. Part III. Debentures. 16th 
edition by A. F. Topham and R. Buchanan-Dunlop. Stevens & Sons, 126s. 
25*4 cm. 918 pages. Tables. Index. 

This volume concludes the new edition of this standard collection of precedents of 

documents relating to English company law, and deals with all aspects of debentures 

or debenture stock. A debenture is a form of loan to a company secured by a charge 
on its property and on which interest is payable. The volume deals in twenty-three 
chapters with all aspects relating to the issue and general administration of debenture 
stock by a company, and the following fifty-five sections give the precedents of some 
600 forms applicable to this work. (347.7)

Anyone interested in the British Army will enjoy this anthology. Major Sheppard, 
himself a Service historian, has collected together writings on practically every aspect 
of military life in peace and war during the past 300 years. The many well-known 
authors quoted in prose and poetry include Dickens, Thomas Hardy, Winston 
Churchill, Rudyard Kipling, Tennyson, Thackeray and Oman. There are many 
attractive pictures, published here for the first time. The British soldier emerges well 
from these vignettes.

The author, General Weygand’s son, spent six years in Africa with the Foreign 

Legion Cavalry. He has a sincere admiration and affection for this romantic Force, 

and his book is a chronicle of an unusual way of life and of some of the strange 

characters still to be found in its ranks. The story (partly fact and partly fiction) relates 
the experience of a young officer and his squadron serving in Southern Morocco. The 

Legion obviously still maintains its high tradition of hard, efficient service, in peace 

as in war.

This report of a Committee set up by the Prime Minister in 1950 recommends far- 

reaching changes designed to bring charitable trusts in England and Wales into line 

with present-day needs. It proposes in particular that there should be new legislation 
to relax the so-called cy-prés doctrine, under which it is at present impossible to 
change the purposes of a trust until they have become impossible to carry out and 
then only to new purposes as near as possible to the old. Other proposals concern the 
reconstitution of the Board of Charity Commissioners and a substantial widening of 
the narrow range of investments to which trustees are now confined. (361)

Dr. Pearce, now Physician-in-Charge of the Departments of Psychiatry of two 

London hospitals, writes for magistrates, probation officers and social workers, but 

primarily for medical practitioners, who, by the provisions of the Criminal Justice 

Act, 1948, may be required to report upon the mental and physical condition of 

offenders. While Dr. Pearce is concerned with law and procedure in Great Britain, 

where emphasis is placed on probation and treatment in the home, his analysis of the 
causes of delinquency, the origin and nature of susceptibility, his description of types, 
and suggestions for treatment and prevention, are of interest to all workers in the 
field, of which he himself has had fifteen years’ outstanding experience. In this 
important and well-documented work, Dr. Pearce reviews British, American and 
international contributions to the literature of delinquency. (364.3)

Slight as these records are and as were the activities 
described, the book is informative for the average reader with only a general know- 
ledge of Newfoundland or of education.

Professor Robinson intends this book for more general reading than his earlier 

important work on The British Post Office. Although it is fully authoritative, being 

based on documentary material in the Record Room of the General Post Office, it is 
highly readable. It begins with the story of how letters were handled before the 

Post Office was instituted and carries it to the time of the Second World War, when 

letter-delivery became once more something of an adventure. The illustrations are 

attractive, many of them having been taken from Post Office records.

RAILWAYS THE WORLD OVER. G. Freeman Allen. Ian Allan, 12s.6d. 
29°2 cm. 128 pages. Numerous illustrations (some in colour). 

This modestly priced book, with photogravure illustrations in colour and mono- 
chrome, is largely given over to British railway practice, though the last three chapters 
describe European railways, Empire and Transatlantic trains and routes. The text is 
non-technical, and designed to interest the general reader, the best chapters being 
those which deal with the modern steam locomotive. (385) 


THE SUEZ CANAL IN WORLD AFFAIRS. Hugh J. Schonfield. 
Constellation Books, 15s. 22-2 cm. 184 pages. 9 illustrations. 2 sketch maps. Index. 
The author recounts how a French project, designed as an attack on the maritime 
supremacy of Britain, who strongly opposed it, came to fruition in the Suez Canal, 
which confounded both parties by becoming a life-line of British imperial communi- 
cations; how it was defended in World War I; and how it was used by the Italians in 
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their Abyssinian war. He then analyses the present Anglo-Egyptian disagreement over 
the defence of the Canal in relation to the defence of the Middle East. In this his 
sympathies are with Egypt. A well-documented and informative book. (386-4)

CLOTHES. James Laver. Burke, 21s. 22-8 cm. 288 pages. 16 plates (7 in colour). 
Bibliography. Index. (Pleasures of Life) 

In this anthology, Mr. Laver provides ample evidence that this particular pleasure is 
the most qualified that the human race enjoys. The underlying psychology of clothes 
is fascinating. For centuries men and women have bowed before the beloved tyrant of 
fashion, which continues to enslave them with undiminished vigour. No wonder 
such a prolificity of writings exists, both for and against the art, and with scholarly 
and intriguing care Mr. Laver has crammed this amusing volume with innumerable 
quotations from them. Yet one could wish for more comment and less quotation, for 
the book is a little too stuffed to be comfortable.

He gives an abstract of the form of 

service laid down in the fifteenth century Liber Regalis, and prints the form of service 

used for the coronation of George VI.

LADIES’ CHAIN. Neville Blackburne. Falcon Press, 21s. 22°2 cm. 331 pages.

The thesis of this book is that, by accustoming their contemporaries to the fact that 
ladies could engage in intelligent conversation, the great literary and political hostesses 
of the eighteenth and carly nineteenth centuries facilitated ‘the emergence of women 
as rational beings’. In its support are assembled short biographies of a number of such 
hostesses. The author might well have gone two centuries further back in his survey, 
and he does not relate his brief lives to the development of feminist feeling; but he 
has provided a useful collection of background material, even though it is presented in 
an over-sensory style which obscures a solid and detailed knowledge of English 
‘sociable’ history. (396)

well as folk-songs. The author knows these subjects well and has incorporated first- 
hand material into her accounts. The last two chapters (on tales and witchcraft) are 
rather sketchy. Brief but useful bibliographies are appended to each chapter, and there 
are some excellent illustrations. Unfortunately Miss Alford has had to omit many 
aspects of English folklore, such as folk medicine, proverbs, customs and beliets 
connected with daily life, etc., but her book should stimulate interest in those subjects 
which she discusses in most detail.

These two dictionaries are designed for readers whose mother tongue is not English, 

especially those for whom no adequate bilingual dictionary exists. The first will 

enable a reader with an elementary knowledge of the language to read books in 
everyday English, widen his vocabulary, and identify the parts of speech. The second 
is for those ready for wider reading. It indicates pronunciation by means of phonetic 
transcriptions, and gives illustrative examples of usage. Simple methods are adopted 
to enable the reader to recognise when a word expresses the meaning he wants. Many 
foreign students must have long needed such dictionaries. (423)

OUR NEIGHBOUR WORLDS. V. A. Firsoff. Hutchinson, 25s. 24 cm. 336 
pages. Coloured frontispiece. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. (Scientific and

A popular and up-to-date account of the planets and their satellites. The book is 
written with particular emphasis on the future possibilities of space-flight, although 
this is treated as an‘adjunct to astronomy. Much recent research, particularly on a 
atmospheres of the planets, is discussed in an elementary manner. There are many 
diagrams and one plate in colour showing Mars, Jupiter, and Saturn. Mathematical 
calculations are confined to a thirty-page appendix. (523-4)

BIOLOGICAL HAZARDS OF ATOMIC ENERGY. Being the Papers 
read at the Conference convened by the Institute of Biology and the Atomic 
Scientists’ Association, October 1950.

Twenty-four papers presented at the Conference in London by twenty-nine dis- 
tinguished contributors and covering all aspects of the subject, as far as peace-time 
hazards go, are contained in this volume.

Methods 
of protection at Harwell and elsewhere are described. Not all the contributions to such 
a symposium as this can be of outstanding merit, but the whole problem is of an 
urgency to make this publication one of the greatest importance.

This volume is devoted to Sessions 21-30, the subject matter comprising 

general applications; metallurgical applications; gamma radiography; counting 
techniques; chemical applications; ion exchange; non-destructive testing; static elimi- 

nation; and radioactivation analysis. (541-23)

THE EARTH. Its Origin, History and Physical Constitution. H. Jeffreys. 
3rd edition. Cambridge University Press, 70s. 27-3 cm. 406 pages. 10 plates. 30 figures 
in text (including maps). Notes. Bibliography. Index. 
This new edition treats practically the same topics as the earlier editions, but their 
arrangement and the space allotted to them is considerably changed. Starting with a 
review of the mechanical properties of rocks, the mathematical theory embracing these 
is applied to the interpretation of observational seismology, gravity data, tidal effects, 
etc., together with separate chapters on the age of the earth, its thermal history and 
the origin of its surface features. The first four chapters of earlier editions, devoted 
to the origin of the planetary system, have been omitted, thereby allowing the many 
advances in other branches since 1929 to be incorporated without enlarging the book 
unduly. The present state of knowledge of the subjects discussed owes much to 
the original contributions of the author, whose rigorous methods of presenting the 
arguments make this book unique in the literature of geophysics. (551)

Winter duststorms, summer duststorms known as haboobs, and other summer dust- 

stormis are each described, and the physical processes involved are discussed. Statistics 

based on the four-year period from August 1944 to July 1948 are given of frequency, 

duration, severity, time of onset, and maximum wind speed. Methods of forecasting 

are considered. A particularly severe kind of haboob of long duration is discussed in 

detail in view of its importance to aviation.

It 
may be somewhat partial to the Kikuyu as a tribe, it may overvalue the original tribal 
organisation and discipline, and undervalue the benefits of progress under European 
auspices. Nevertheless the author comes as near as probably any European can to 
stating the problem as it would be stated by an African anxious for his people’s future

PROGRESS IN THE CHEMISTRY OF FATS AND OTHER LIPIDS. 
Vol. I. Edited by R. T. Holman, W. O. Lundberg, and T. Malkin. Pergamon Press, 
42S. 24 cm. 193 pages. 7 plates. Diagrams. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 

This volume contains articles dealing with five aspects of lipid chemistry. The 

standard is very uneven. Those by Malkin on molecular structure and polymorphism 

and by Holman on chromotography of fatty acids can be recommended warmly, and 

Desnuelle presents an interesting summary of phosphatide chemistry. The chapter on 

sterols does not contribute to a subject notably difficult to summarise in a short space, 

and an article on fatty acid derivatives is of mainly archaeological interest. As pointed 
out in the preface, the choice of articles presented difficulties to the editors which 
should not recur in future numbers. The series should be of considerable value. The 

production of the book is good, though it is not free from printing errors. (574-19)

PLANT LIFE IN THE SCOTTISH HIGHLANDS. Ecology and Adapta- 
tion to Their Insect Visitors. Alexander Edward Holden. Oliver & Boyd, 30s.

This is not a prosaic botanical handbook, but rather an account of Highland habitats 

and their floras written with a keen appreciation of their beauty and of the acutely 

personal appeal of discovering Highland rarities. The more arresting plants, 
the alpines, the species of pine forest, moor and bog, receive most emphasis, but the 
duller sorts are included by groups. In addition to descriptions, distribution and 
general characters the author also goes into the fascinating adaptations for securing 
pollination. Those who like hill-walking and not too serious botanising will find this 


book a pleasant companion, and the photographs, of scenery as well as of flowers, are 
very beautiful. (581-941) 
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DRAWINGS OF BRITISH PLANTS. Being Illustrations of the Species of 
Flowering Plants growing naturally in the British Isles. Part VI. PORTULACA- 
CEAE-ACERACEAE. Stella Ross-Craig. Bell, 10s. 24-7 cm. 56 plates of pen-and- 
ink drawings. Index. Paper bound. 

Miss Ross-Craig’s careful drawings accumulate. This volume takes us as far as the 

maple family and includes the St. John’s worts, the mallows, limes, cranesbills, 

balsams and buckthorns. Some of these groups are not easy for the non-specialist, and 
the drawings of the St. John’s worts alone will be a great help to students. The high 
standard does not flag: each species has a plate to itself with a life-size drawing of the 
plant and enlarged details of the flowers, fruits and other points of diagnostic value.

ANIMALS AND MAN. G. S. Cansdale. Hutchinson, 15s. 21-5 cm. 200 pages. 
5§ photographs. Bibliography. Index. 

Che author, previously of the West African Forestry Service, was lately Superintendent 
of the London Zoo. His theme is the whole range of relationships between man and 
other animals, though naturally mammals predominate in his account. The style is 
direct and he writes for the intelligent layman. He first discusses the impact of man’s 
spread on the ecology of the world, then passes to the animals that have been carried 
voluntarily or involuntarily with him and gives a summary of what has been achieved 
by the biological control of pests. Next he considers what likely and unlikely animals 
have been pressed into man’s service, and he ends with the hundred and one odd ways 
in which they affect and enrich his life. (so1-s) 


UNDER THE RED SEA. Hans Hass. Translated from the German by James 
Cleugh. Jarrolds, 16s. 21-5 cm. 208 pages. 81 photographs. 2 maps. 
This book comes very quickly after the previous Diving to Adventure, but there is a 
gap of ten years or so between the expeditions described. Consequently the outlook 
is more mature and the story of travelling to the Red Sea area around Port Sudan and 
the descriptions of underwater scenery along the coral reefs there is more coherent, 
though still lightly and gaily told. The photographs show an improvement, if that is 
seaiiie, in submarine camera technique, those of the coral reefs and of the larger 
selachians being magnificent. The narratives of the various diving ventures with 
harpoon or camera show keen observation, and the interludes picture this sun-baked

THE METABOLISM OF PROTEIN CONSTITUENTS IN THE

It was in the Biochemical School of Cambridge University that Dr. Bach obtained the 

material for this comprehensive work, the first to appear on the biochemistry 

of protein constituents since 1929. His aim is to elucidate and trace the development of 
the problems relating to the metabolism of amino acids; to this end, while he empha- 
sises his own interpretation, he also gives data to support views opposed to his own. 

This well-documented volume deals with glycine, hydroxamino acids, valine, leucine 

and isoleucine, sulphur-bearing amino acids, the labile methyl group of methionine 

and physiological and pathological aspects of transmethylation. Dr. Bach will later 
deal with the remaining protein constituents. (s99)

With Vol. 11, Acute Rheumatic Infection to Syphilis, and Vol. 12, Talipes to Yellow 

Fever, this encyclopedia, a valuable achievement in medical editing and publishing, 

nears its completion. These volumes present the fascinating choice of topics which has 

been a feature of the set, with more than a sprinkling of subjects in the field of tropical 
medicine. For dermatologists Vol. 11 is of special interest with seventeen of its forty- 
six chapters devoted to skin diseases, while Vol. 12 emphasises three subjects, toxi- 
cology, tuberculosis and the uterus. For the rest, to illustrate the wealth of material in 
these volumes, attention may be drawn to the articles by W. Gunn on Scarlet Fever, 
E. C. Dodd and P. M. F. Bishop on Sex Hormones, Percy Stocks on Medical Statistics, 
Dorothy Russell on Tumours and L. Everard Napier on Yaws. (610-3)

ment and development, the subject is elaborated in fifteen chapters as follows:

thalamic connections; autonomic representation in cerebellum, brain stem and spinal 
cord; blood supply of autonomic zones; the parasympathetic component; the 
sympathetic component; the sympathetic system in head and neck, thorax, abdomen 
and pelvis.

This textbook for the medical student emphasises the biological aspects of biochemistry 

and the chemical reactions and effects in the body of carbohydrates, lipides and pro- 

teins. At the end of each chapter the authors, who have had long teaching experience, 
describe experiments carried out in the Medical and Honours Physiology Courses in 
the University of Oxford. They add new chapters on the metabolism of lipides 
and proteins, and have largely rewritten those on carbohydrate metabolism, sterols and 
steroid hormones, plasma proteins, electrolytes, vitamins, haemoglobins and acid-base 
equilibrium. Reference in the text to important publications ensures the value of the 
work to the research worker and advanced student. (612-015)

Primarily a textbook for students for the postgraduate Diplomas in Public Health and 
Tropical Medicine and Hygiene, this is also a standard work of reference for those 
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concerned with public health practice or administration. This edition is specially note- 
worthy since it describes the effects of the National Health Service Act, 1946 and 
National Assistance Act, 1948 upon tuberculosis and venereal disease control, mater- 
nity and child welfare, mental health services and the welfare of the handicapped. No 
important alterations were called for in the chapters dealing with environmental 
hygiene, except for the revision necessitated by the Milk and Dairies Regulations, 
1949. Throughout Professor Frazer, also a barrister-at-law, refers to and gives lucid 
summaries of the relevant legislation. (614)

Che appearance of three editions since 1948 testifies to the value of this practical work, 

which provides the practitioner and hospital physician with accurate, explicit and 

concise instructions for the diagnosis and treatment of medical emergencies. Each of 
the twenty-two contributors has revised his section, new illustrations are introduced, 
and paragraphs added on rape, emergency statements, ileus, acute dilatation of the 
stomach and tetanus. The work covers a wide field, including for example emergencies 
at sea, in industrial medicine, tropical medicine, infectious diseases and psychiatry, and 
it gives in the appendices useful addresses, such as those of suppliers throughout the 
world of anti-venines for snake bite.

published in 1928 in an effort to counterbalance the tendency to rely upon biochemical 
and radiological methods of diagnosis, the emphasis is still placed upon the assembling 
of data based upon a thorough physical examination of the patient. The arrangement 
remains unchanged, each section being introduced by a survey of the anatomy and 
physiology of the organs and tissues concerned, but the work has been thoroughly 
revised and generally brought into line with present medical knowledge. (616-07) 


PSYCHOSOMATIC MEDICINE: Its_ Principles and Applications. Franz

Dr. Alexander, Clinical Professor of Psychiatry, University of Illinois, first carefully 

examines gencral and fundamental principles, such as the role of modern psychiatry 

and psycho-analysis in the development of medicine, the contributions of gestalt 
psychology, neurology and endocrinology, and methodological considerations con- 
cerning the psychosomatic approach. He then describes present-day knowledge 
derived from systematic study of the interaction between psychological and physiolo- 
gical factors, in gastro-intestinal, respiratory, and cardiovascular disturbances, in skin 
diseases, metabolic and endocrine disorders and those affecting joints and skeletal 
muscles. Dr. Therese Benedek contributes a chapter on the functions of the sexual 
apparatus and their disturbances. (616-08)

This monograph, beautifully and abundantly illustrated, is one which Dr. Evans, 

Physician to the Cardiac Department of the London Hospital, and a former assistant 
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and colleague of Sir John Parkinson, is exceptionally well fitted to write. The cardio- 
logist will appreciate the value of the work. The student, too, will profit from the 
concise text, and from the excellent radiographs, which, with anatomical landmarks 
numbered to facilitate identification, clearly reveal the effects of pathological processes 
in the living subject. After a general introduction, Dr. Evans discusses, in ten chapters, 
displacement of the heart, congenital heart disease, pericardial disease, rheumatic 
valvular heart disease, cardiac infarction, diseases of the greater blood vessels, the heart 
and aorta in systemic hypertension, pulmonary heart disease, the heart in endocrine 
disorders and, finally, in other disorders, including arrhythmia, myotonia atrophica 
and vitamin deficiency.

But, with its emphasis on aecti- 
ology and pathology, clinical and laboratory examinations, and exploration of the 
abdomen, the work reflects the present shift in focus from the problems of technique 
to those of selection of cases for operation and of the operation to be performed. The 
study, which is well documented, includes an historical review of pancreatic surgery 
and notes on the author’s personal experiences with thirty-six cases.

The latest additions 
to the theory of Zobel filters are included, and the last chapter considers some of the 
simpler filters where design on an insertion parameter basis is possible without undue 
complexity. These results are also applicable to the design of transformers and of 
tuned amplifiers.

MANUAL OF INFERTILITY AND ARTIFICIAL INSEMINATION IN

The publication of this textbook testifies both to the rapid advances of veterinary 

science and to the increased value of high-grade cattle, which justifies consulting a 

veterinarian for a much wider range of complaints than previously. The book is 
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primarily for students, and, though presenting the outcome of much recent research 
on, for example, hormone therapy, genetics and immunology, concentrates on 
practical instructions and omits references. The examination and assessment of the 
reproductive organs of both sexes are dealt with minutely, and special techniques 
needed for semen evaluation, artificial insemination and diagnosis of diseases arc 
treated fully. A specially interesting chapter deals with variations in fertility at the 
herd level.

Mendelian inheritance is explained and a fully documented account is given 
of our present knowledge about the inheritance of size, conformation, diseases and 
disabilities, disposition and coat colour. Practical implications are drawn, but the later 

chapters on breeding systems and theory and practice show how much more than a 

knowledge of inheritance is needed. There are notes on how to card-index pedigrees.

Realising 
that a great deal of the valuable early work done by the Industrial Health Research 
Board is now out of print, Dr. Smith has wisely included full accounts of this early 
work.

Inasmuch as it does not pretend to great scholar- 
ship, there is little that can fairly be criticised beyond professional preoccupation with 
rarity and a number of inaccuracies, solecisms and historical infelicities. It does mark 
a very great step forward towards the goal of a cheap but authoritative introduction 
to English numismatics, and with a very few reservations can be warmly recom- 
mended to a class of student that would be repelled by an initial acquaintance with the 
standard textbooks.

THE PORTLAND VASE AND THE WEDGWOOD COPIES. Wolf 
Mankowitz. André Deutsch, 30s. 25°4 cm. 91 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 29 
illustrations.

The Portland Vase, now one of the treasures of the British Museum, London, but 
still named after its former owners the Dukes of Portland, is a Graeco-Roman glass 
vase decorated with cameos. Its modern history has been eventful: reproduced at the 
end of the eighteenth century in a number of copies made by the potter Wedgwood, 
wilfully smashed by a maniac in 1845, twice repaired, withdrawn from an auction 
in 1929 with a reserve said to be £30,000, and finally bought for the nation in 1945 
for an unspecified sum. In this monograph Mr. Mankowitz, a Wedgwood expert, 
discusses its history, the possible interpretations of the cameo decoration, and lists 
the original Wedgwood editions (about which there has been much confusion) in a 
lively text, which will interest the general reader as well as the ceramics specialist and 
classical archaeologist. (748-2)

AUSTRALIAN LANDSCAPES IN MINIATURE. Text by Roy H. 
Goddard. Legend Press (Sydney, Australia), 12s.6d. 25 cm. 30 pages. 45 reproductions 
in colour. 

As Mr. Goddard points out in his brief introduction, the Australian landscape differs 

greatly, both as regards features and light, from the landscapes known to observers 

and artists in northern countries where the climate is more temperate. Through the 

use of postcard-size reproductions which depict varying facets of the continent's 

landscape it has been possible to include representative works of well-known 

Australian and aboriginal artists whose reproductions, if any, are available otherwise 

only in more expensive volumes. (758) 


THE WORLD OF HENRY ALKEN. Aubrey Noakes. WU ‘itherby, 16s. 
22*2 cm. 192 pages. 19 illustrations (4 in colour). Bibliography. Index. (Old Sporting 
Series) 

Henry Thomas Alken (1785-1851) is well known for his drawings and water-colours 

depicting hunting, horse-racing and boxing scenes. Much of his work is found in 

illustrated books of a sporting nature published in the first half of the nineteenth 
century. Perhaps he is best known for his illustrations in the Life of a Sportsman and 

other works by ‘Nimrod’, the first sporting journalist, and in the novels of R. S. 

Surtees. This attractive book gives, through the eyes of Alken and his contemporaries, 

a lively picture of the British sporting world as it existed in the period ‘just before the 

railways’. It has a threefold appeal: to the artist, the sportsman and the student of 

social history. (758) 


ALEXANDER AND JOHN ROBERT COZENS. A. P. Oppé. Black, 
30s. 22°8 cm. 208 pages. 6s illustrations. List of plates. Index. 

Alexander (1717-86) and John Robert Cozens (1752-99), father and son, were two 

of England’s leading exponents of the art of water-colour painting. Mr. Oppé’s 

monograph is the fruit of much patient research and accumulation of facts, setting 

out in a straightforward style the lives and work of these two artists. The illustrations 

are mainly chosen from drawings not reproduced before, or in publications not 
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generally available. Appended to the author’s text is a reprint of Alexander Cozens’s 
A New Method of Assisting the Invention in Drawing Original Compositions of Landscape 
(1752). (759°2) 


PAUL KLEE. Carola Giedion-Welcker. Translated from the German by Alexander 

Gode. Faber, 42s. 28-5 cm. 156 pages. 128 illustrations (13 in colour). Bibliography. 
Paul Klee (1879-1940) was a Swiss-born artist of international reputation who studied 
and worked for most of his life in Germany. His paintings are highly individualistic, 
much of his work being in a semi-abstract idiom but marked by a very personal note 
of fantasy, inventiveness and humour, the latter often expressed in his titles. Dr. 
Giedion-Welcker’s book is an informative summary and analysis of Klee’s paintings 
woven round a representative selection of plates. Copious bibliographical and bio- 
graphical data help to make this a useful reference book on one of the pioneers of the 
modern movement in painting. (759°3) 


RENOIR. Introduction by William Gaunt. Phaidon Press, 42s. 35°5 cm. 17 pages 
of text. 104 plates (17 in colour). List of plates. Bibliography. 
A richly satisfying picture-book containing reproductions of the bulk of Renoir’s 
masterpieces. The artist’s delight in colour, light, still-lifes, nudes and landscape—all 
infused with a warm bloom—is plainly evident. The short text by William Gaunt 
introduces the splendid plates. As one of the comparatively small number of ‘happy’ 
painters of modern times, Renoir has a wide appeal and is today one of the most 
popular of the Impressionist painters. (759°4)

JAPANESE COLOUR PRINTS FROM HARUNOBU TO UTAMARO. 
Introduction and Notes by Wilfrid Blunt. Faber, 12s.6d. 31-7 cm. 24 pages. 10 
colour plates. Paper bound. (Faber Gallery of Oriental Art) 
A brief survey of Japanese coloured woodcut prints—a technique popularised by the 
artist Moronbu (1618-94) and highly developed in the eighteenth century, particularly 
in the work of Harunobu (1725-70) and Utamaro (1753-1806). Professor Blunt's 
booklet, confined to the golden age of the Japanese print, c.1765-1800, comprises a 
four-page introduction and ten colour plates with notes on the opposite page. Though 
lately out of fashion, Japanese colour prints are of importance in the modern history 
of western painting on account of their influence on Whistler and the Impressionist 
painters. (761) 


REMBRANDT’S ETCHINGS. Reproductions of the whole of the original 
etched work. Edited by Ludwig Miinz. 2 vols. Phaidon Press, 170s. 31 cm. 350: 232 
pages. Vol. 1. 264 plates (325 reproductions). 77: 242 illustrations in text. Biblio- 
graphy. 

The first volume of this important work contains an introduction on Rembrandt's 

evolution and achievement as an etcher, followed by 325 reproductions on half-tone 

plates made from photographs specially taken under the editor’s supervision, and 
arranged by subjects. Vol. 2 comprises a critical catalogue, giving definite reasons for 
each attribution, an essay on Rembrandt’s technique, and other supplementary 
material. This authoritative treatise on one of the most important aspects of 
Rembrandt’s work contains a vast quantity of information expertly arranged and 


splendidly produced. (767)

EXPOSURE METERS AND PRACTICAL EXPOSURE CONTROL. 
J. F. Dunn. Fountain Press, 35s. 22°2 cm. 252 pages. $5 plates (some coloured). 
Diagrams. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 
This work outlines the fundamental requirements for correct photographic exposure 
and reviews the theory and practice of photographic exposure meters, including 
extinction and photoelectric meters of various types and also the exposure photo- 
meters. By explaining the requirements for correct photographic exposure the author 
is able to build up his theme and to assess critically the practical value of the different 
types of apparatus for use as an aid in both monochrome and colour photography. 
The book is splendidly illustrated both in colour and black and white, and whilst 
for the most part these illustrations serve a technical purpose, they often exhibit 
considerable pictorial merit. This work may well become a standard treatise on the 
subject and the author is to be congratulated on producing a clear, concise and 
authoritative review (771°3) 


MY EXPERIENCES IN COLOR PHOTOGRAPHY. Paul Wolff. Trans- 
lated from the German by Warner S. Victor. With an Appreciation and Supple- 
ment by Jacob Deschin. Fountain Press, 50s. 27-3 cm. 43 pages of text. 54 colour 
plates by Paul Wolff, Alfred Tritschler and Rudolf Hermann. 

Dr. Paul Wolff, who died in 1951, was one of the great pioneering practitioners of 

colour photography, and also known as the most famous of all Leica photographers. 

This unique volume is divided into two parts: some thirty-six pages of brilliant 

text covering his colour technique and fifty-four six- and eight-colour separation 

plates. It is to the latter half that one is compelled to turn first and study the magnificent 

renderings of landscapes, flowers, insects, the natural skin tones of portraits, vivid 

industrial shots, and the dull hues of the weathered walls of ancient architecture. 

There could be no more inspiring work for those who require the satisfaction provided 

by photography in colour. (778-6) 


PHOTOGRAMS OF THE YEAR, 1953. The Annual Review of the 
World’s Photographic Art. Introduction by Frederic Robinson. Commentary by 
Bertram Sinkinson. Iliffe for “Amateur Photographer’, 12s.6d. 25-4 cm. 48 pages of 
text. 96 pages of photographs. Index. 

The fifty-eighth consecutive edition of this popular annual presents a selection of 

the world’s pictorial art, chosen from the more important photographic salons of 

1952. Bertram Sinkinson’s critical commentary is printed in English, French and 

German, and the résumé of photographic work during the year by the President of 

the Institute of British Photographers, Frederic Robinson, includes information given 

by prominent photographers concerning the progress of photography in their own 

countries. The photographs are beautifully reproduced. (779) 


Music 


BENJAMIN BRITTEN. A Commentary on his Works from a Group of 
Specialists. Edited by Donald Mitchell and Hans Keller. Rockliff, 30s. 22°2 cm. 
22 pages. 8 illustrations. 17 reproductions of drawings by Milein Cosman. Musical 
examples. Chronological catalogue of works. Discography. Bibliography. Indexes. 

An exhaustive discussion of a British composer whose works have won a native 

popularity unparalleled in the last two centuries, while such pieces as the opera Peter 
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Grimes and the Variations on a Theme of Frank Bridge have enjoyed world-wide success, 
Although this book does not wholly elucidate the secret of this popularity, it offers a 
critical and well-balanced assessment of the quality of the music, and examines its 
relation to current musical thought in England. The twenty-one skilfully edited 
chapters, by nineteen writers, cover every aspect of Britten’s astonishingly prolific 
output, and are mostly very readable. Numerous musical examples illustrate his 
uncanny invention of the phrase and texture to match mood and words perfectly; 
the claims made for some of the instrumental pieces are perhaps less convincing. 
Bibliography, discography and list of works, all comprehensive, consolidate the 
value of an outstanding book. (780-92) 


The Theatre 
PLAY PRODUCTION FOR AMATEURS. Eric Bradwell. Allen & 
Unwin, 10s. 6d. 19 cm. 204 pages. 18 diagrams in text. Index. 

This New Zealand playwright, producer of both amateur drama and professional 
broadcast plays, has set out ‘to give some guidance on production to beginners’, 
writing ‘primarily for members of small drama groups’. Treating his subject in a 
simple yet comprehensive way, he traces the mechanics of production from the choice 
of the play, basic scenery and staging, and first rehearsals to the business side of front- 
of-house management. Although textbooks on production are numerous, this brief 
survey bya producer familiar with the problems of amateurs has its usefulness. (792-02) 


THE ART AND SCIENCE OF STAGE MANAGEMENT. Peter Goffin. 
J. Garnet Miller, 12s.6d. 21-2 cm. 120 pages. Bibliography. 
Peter Goffin approaches his subject by way of an analysis of the elements of theatre, 
which leads him to an examination of the motives of the stage manager, the ‘Master of 
the Science of the Stage’. He then discusses the concepts of various exponents of the 
art, Gordon Craig, Granville-Barker, etc. and discovers that the problem of 
‘making the mise en scéne a living organism’ dates from the Swiss scenic designer 
Adolphe Appia (1862-1928). This theoretical and historical survey is followed by a 
detailed examination of the production of Eugene O’Neill’s play, Mourning Becomes 
Electra, at the Westminster Theatre, London, in 1937, where the author was resident 
designer in many outstanding productions under Anmer Hall’s direction. _ (792-02) 


LATE AND EARLY JOYS AT THE PLAYERS’ THEATRE. Paul 
Sheridan. Boardman, 15s. 254 cm. 97 pages. 144 illustrations. Illustrations in text by 
Reginald Woolley. Illustrated endpaper. 

The history of Evans’s Song and Supper Rooms introduces the reader to the Players’ 

Theatre, ‘London’s only Victorian music-hall’, situated under the arches by Charing 

Cross station. Evans’s closed in 1880 and in 1927 the Players’ Theatre came into being. 

Under Peter Ridgeway’s management in the 1930s it became famous and the Victorian 

entertainments of the original Song and Supper Rooms were revived. The first 

account of this enterprise appeared in Late Joys, published in 1943; the present 
profusely illustrated edition brings its history up to date. A list of plays with casts 

is given from 1936 to 1952. Dame Sybil Thorndike contributes a foreword. (792-0942) 


Ballet 

SUPPLEMENT TO COMPLETE BOOK OF BALLETS. Cyril W. 
Beaumont. Reprint. Putnam, 21s. 22-2 cm. 212 pages. 48 illustrations. Index. 

Mr. Beaumont’s Supplement (first published in 1942 and reprinted with an index in 

1945) contains details of three ballets mounted in Russia by the Frenchman, Charles 
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Didelot (1767-1836), and three by the Dane, August Bournonville (1805-79), besides 

eleven Soviet ballets and the major creations during 1937-41 of Fokine, Massine, 

de Valois, Jooss, Lifar, Ashton, Tudor and other contemporary choreographers.

BARON ENCORE. Introduction and Commentary by Arnold L. Haskell. 
Collins, 42s. 28-5 cm. 222 pages. 5 colour plates. Over 290 photographs. Index. 
Uniform with Baron at the Ballet (1950), this second fine collection of Baron's photo- 
graphs has again an informed and sympathetic commentary by the Director of 
Sadler’s Wells ballet school. Between sequences of studies of Chauviré’s Giselle and 
Toumanova in The Dying Swan are sections devoted to individual studies of dancers, 
and to six important companies: the Paris Opéra Ballet, the Royal Danish Ballet, the 
New York City Ballet and three English companies: Sadler’s Wells, the Sadler’s 
Wells Theatre Ballet and the Festival Ballet. A few of the photographs are portraits, 
and a few were taken at a performance, but the majority are “posed action’ photo- 
graphs, carefully devised to retain the full theatrical effect while securing the finish 
and subtlety made possible only by the superior working conditions of the studio. 
The results are exceptionally beautiful, and faithful to the spirit and atmosphere of 
the subject. (792°8) 


A DICTIONARY OF BALLET TERMS. Leo Kersley and Janet Sinclair. 
Black, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 96 pages. 118 drawings by Peter Revitt. Index. 
A useful practical glossary, with no etymological intentions, which covers most of 
the technical language of the ballet class and rehearsal. Movements and positions are 
defined and described in ordinary terms, alternative meanings, synonyms and partial 
synonyms are dealt with, and often there is an illuminating word or two of historical 
or anatomical explanation. Many are yet further elucidated by specific reference to 
the context in which their subject appears in the work of various well-known 
choreographers. Leo Kersley is both dancer and teacher; Janet Sinclair, his wife, has 
seen that the dictionary meets also the less professional needs of an uninstructed but 
inquisitive audience. (792°8)

THEORY OF THE FILM. Béla Balazs. Translated from the Hungarian by 
Edith Bone. Dobson, 25s. 22-2 cm. 292 pages. 29 illustrations. Index. (International 
Theatre and Cinema) 
Béla Balizs, who died in 1951, was a Hungarian film critic—the first in Europe to 
run a column in a daily paper—who was also Béla Barték’s librettist and the scenarist 
for Leni Riefenstahl’s film The Blue Light. This book on the cinema, one of several 
that he wrote, and the first to be translated into English, is an exposition of various 
established theories; it analyses the basic components of the cinema—composition, 
camera angles, cutting; contrasts the different aesthetics of silent and sound film- 
making; and includes shorter studies of colour, stereoscopy, filmed opera and the 
mythology of star actors. (792-93) 
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SCANDINAVIAN FILM. Forsyth Hardy. Falcon Press, 15s. 25°4 cm. 71 pages. 
113 illustrations. (National Cinema) 

Forsyth Hardy, a film critic who has long specialised in the study of the Scandinavian 

cinema, contributes a general historical survey of its achievements and also sketches 

in the changing economic factors. His survey, though too brief to allow for much 

considered criticism, is a very lucid and competent introduction to the subject, taking 
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us through the famous silent period of the Danish and Swedish cinema, when such 
directors as Carl Dreyer, Victor Sjeastrom and Benjamin Christiansen were at work, 
to the recent period of revival inaugurated by Alf Sjoberg’s Frenzy and culminating 
in his recent Miss Julie. (792-0309) 


Dancing 

AFRICAN DANCES OF THE WITWATERSRAND GOLD MINES. 
Hugh Tracey. Photographs by Merlyn Severn. African Music Society (Johannesburg, 
South Africa), 308. 27 cm. 36 pages of text. 120 full-page photographs. 


This record of the mine dances, tribe by tribe, is invaluable in itself and, thanks to 
superb photography, is also a work of art. Characteristic dance incidents of a dozen 
or more tribes are caught, with some remarkable close-ups of individual dancers. 
There is an appendix describing recordings of typical mine dance music made for the 
African Music Society by the author. (793-31) 


Sports and Games 


A HISTORY OF BOARD-GAMES OTHER THAN CHESS. H. J. R. 
Murray. Oxford University Press, 42s. 24°5 cm. 284 pages. Figures in text. Biblio- 
graphy. Indexes. 

A comparative study of board-games played in different parts of the world, with an 

interpretation of their origins and significance as cultural phenomena. The author 

published a History of Chess in 1913, and with this present volume completes his 
work. Detailed descriptions of board-games, with diagrams and tables, are given and 
there is a useful index of games arranged by countries, as well as a full bibliography 
and general index. For the student of anthropology, folk-lore, sociology and 
inventions this book is of considerable interest and importance. (795) 


THE MOUNT EVEREST RECONNAISSANCE EXPEDITION, 
1951. Eric Shipton. Hodder & Stoughton, 25s. 27-3 cm. 128 pages. 92 photographs. 
4 maps. $ diagrams. 


Everyone interested in Mount Everest will delight in this book. Mainly pictorial, it 
contains exceptionally fine photographs of the mountain, the approaches to it and 
the surrounding country, but of particular interest are the vivid shots of Eric Shipton’s 
party making their way up the great ice-fall to the Western Cwm—the new route 
from the south which they pioneered in 1951. To accompany these exceptional 
pictures, Mr. Shipton has written a very pleasant commentary. Among other things 
he describes the home in Nepal of the Sherpas, the famous high-climbing porters, 
who have done so much for Himalayan exploration. The production is worthy of 
the subject. (796-52) 


FOXHUNTER IN PICTURES. Chosen, introduced and captioned by H. M. 
Llewellyn. Hodder & Stoughton, 8s.6d. 22-2 cm. 80 pages. 127 illustrations. 


Foxhunter is firmly established in British affections as the outstanding show-jumper 
of his generation and has been an admired equine ambassador in many countries 
overseas. This book is a well-produced pictorial record of his career, showing him 
in action, with Colonel Llewellyn up, in training at home, or at his ease among the 
Colonel’s family. (798-2)

BOOKS IN GENERAL. V. S. Pritchett. Chatto & Windus, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 
266 pages. Bibliography. 
Mr. Pritchett’s criticism, reprinted from the New Statesman, is of the kind which only 
a skilled novelist, such as he, is capable of producing, but which very few novelists ever 
actually undertake. He approaches literature neither as an academic critic formulating 
laws nor as a moralist passing judgment. His vision plays upon the inner life, the 
creative biographies of the works and the writers he examines. His critical method, 
reinforced by great sensibility for language, resembles conversation rather than 
argument, and is immensely persuasive: it succeeds equally in introducing unfamiliar 
works and in tempting the reader to return to those he has forgotten. Mr. Pritchett’s 
special field is the novel, but he is equally interesting on memoirs and travel-books. 
Perhaps the best cssays in his wide range are those on Daudet, Maupassant, Arthur 
Koestler and William Faulkner. (804) 


English Literature 


LITERATURE AND THE HISTORIAN. Arthur Bryant. Cambridge 
University Press for the National Book League, 3s. 18-4 cm. 24 pages. Paper bound. 
(N.B.L. Annual Lectures). 

The tenth Annual Lecture of the National Book League given in London in 1952 with 

Sir Norman Birkett in the Chair. Dr. Bryant, himself a famous historian, shows how 

a period’s creative literature may provide the historian of that period with inspired 

pictures of its people, scenes and moods which vitalise the historian’s work. He 

illustrates his theme with many apt quotations from British writers of the past 

thousand years. (820) 


THE SINGULAR PREFERENCE. Portraits and Essays. Peter Quennell. 
Collins, 16s. 22-2 cm. 224 pages. 6 plates. 
It is risky for a critic to reprint his journalism, for articles of this kind (literary portraits 
and reviews) may grow stale more quickly than the author realises. Mr. Quennell, 
however, comes through this ordeal well, as he seems instinctively to choose subjects 
on which he has something of lasting value to say. He is at his best when he is writing 
biographically as well as critically: thus he is less effective on the Elizabethan drama- 
tists, whose lives are a blank to us, than on his favourite personalities of the last two 
centuries. He is less concerned with making final judgments than in communicating 
his enjoyment of a book or a personage, and his polished style is exactly appropriate 
for studies of this kind (820-4) 


English Poetry 

THE BALLAD OF SIR ALDINGAR. Its Origin and Analogues. Paul 
Christophersen. Oxford University Press, 30s. 22°8 cm. 268 pages. Texts, with 
translations of the Scandinavian versions. Bibliography. dex. 

In the English and Scottish ballad-collection made by Child and in the Danish one by 

Grundtvig, attention is given to the occurrences of the same stories in other languages 

and in other literary forms. Studies of particular ballads have carried this type of 

enquiry into further and still more promising detail. The present work is probably 

the fullest treatment ever accorded to a single ballad. Sir Aldingar has been chosen not 

because it is an outstanding example but because of its wide ramifications in Britain 
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and Scandinavia. The book is a piece of first-rate scholarship, possessing high 
importance for all students not only of medieval literature but of folk-lore and folk- 
song. (821-04) 


SHENSTONE’S MISCELLANY 1759-1763. Now first edited from the 
manuscript by lan A. Gordon. Oxford University Press, 21s. 22°8 cm. 184 pages. 
Notes. Index. 

William Shenstone (1714-63) was a minor poet, now remembered for one or two 

poems and parts of others. In his day he was a quietly influential guide of a literary 

taste, by no means conforming with the contemporary literary canons. His poetic 
predilections are seen in this Miscellany, here commendably rescued from its long 
oblivion in manuscript. It includes pastoral scenes, epigrams, songs and ballads 
gathered from many sources, particularly from the work of his own literary coterie. 

That Thomas Percy, the famous collector of ancient ballads, is well represented 

emphasises the value and interest of the whole Miscellany as a reflection of poetic 

standards later to find voice in the Romantic Revival. (821-08) 


THE DIVINE POEMS. John Donne. Edited with Introduction and Com- 
mentary by Helen Gardner. Oxford University Press, 25s. 22°8 cm. 245 pages. 
Frontispiece. References. 

This new edition of the Divine Poems is introduced with a long interpretative essay 

and a detailed discussion of the manuscripts. It is based in the main upon Sir Herbert 

Grierson’s classic edition of 1912, but it reaches several fresh conclusions, notably 

concerning the Holy Sonnets. These are printed in an order and grouping different 

from that so far accepted, and an early date of composition, well before Donne’s 
ordination, is claimed for them. Miss Gardner’s general introduction offers apprecia- 
tive criticism at its best, unobtrusive and extremely illuminating on the sources and 
the spiritual qualities of the poems. (821°4) 


English Drama 
FIVE PLAYS. Ben Jonson. Oxford University Press, 7s.6d. 15°4 cm. $75 pages. 
5 facsimile title-pages. (World’s Classics: Double Volume) 

Shakespeare’s great contemporary is well represented in this new volume by five of 
his best plays: Every Man in His Humour (second version), Sejanus, Volpone, The 
Alchemist and Bartholomew Fair. The texts are modernised from the Complete Critical 
Edition of Ben Jonson’s Works edited by C. H. Herford and Percy and Evelyn 
Simpson, without glossaries or other editorial matter. The book is beautifully pro- 
duced and very good value. (822-3) 


THREE RESTORATION COMEDIES. Edited, with Introduction, by 
Norman Marshall. Pan Books, 2s.6d. 17-7 cm. 256 pages. Paper bound. (Famous 
Plays) 

The three most brilliant works of English Restoration dramatists: The Way of the 

World (William Congreve, 1670-1729), judged by Norman Marshall to be ‘the 

supreme example of the comedy of manners’, The Country Wife (William Wycherley, 

16402-1716), ‘one of the best farces in the English language’, and The Beaux’ Stratagem 

(George Farquhar, 1678-1707), a gay, good-humoured, realistic comedy. (822-4) 

THE MORTIMER TOUCH. A Farcical Comedy. Eric Linklater. French, §3. 
215 cm. 83 pages. Frontispiece. 3 diagrams. Paper bound. (French’s Acting Edition) 

Eric Linklater, author of the comedies Crisis in Heaven and Love in Albania and of 

several dramatic radio sequences, has achieved a position during the last ten years as a 
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writer of witty and telling dialogue. The Mortimer Touch was performed during the 
Edinburgh Festival in 1950 as The Atom Doctor; its characters and incidents are based 
on Ben Jonson’s satire, The Alchemist, but the author does not drive home the satire 
of his seventeenth century counterpart. A charlatan scientist professes to have domes- 
ticated atomic energy, whereby lead roofs can become virgin gold, but the plot in this 
adroitly written farce exists only to provide a multitude of hilarious situations. (822-9)

VIRGINIA WOOLF. Bernard Blackstone. Longmans for The British Council, 2s. 
21°5 cm. 47 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Index of essays and stories. 
Paper bound. (Bibliographical Supplements to ‘British Book News’) 
In this study, a most able addition to a notable series, Professor Blackstone asks: What 
has Virginia Woolf (1882-1941) new to offer the reader? Is she able to expand her 
small world to contain the great paradoxes of life? He reaches his answers by way of 
extremely penetrating analysis from which it emerges that Virginia Woolf was 
concerned with being and not action, was a deliberately feminine novelist, and 
experimented to bring the novel closer to her view of reality as experience. A writer 
of genius, her weakness lay in her agnostic attitude to passion and faith. A very 
illuminating essay. (823°9)

[he late Forrest Reid (1876-1947) was a writer of limited range perhaps but extremely

turing the freshness and sense of mystery of the world seen through the eyes of child- 
hood. Although Forrest Reid has not lacked admirers, very little has been written 
about him. Mr. Burlingham’s biographical and critical sketch offers the first adequate 
appreciation, and is extremely skilful in pinning down the elusive charm of his writing.

This appraisement, first published in 1931, has now, since Douglas’s death in February

section, “The Man I Knew’, contains interesting reminiscences of a writer about whom 

not much material is yet available, apart from the distinguished study by R. M. 

Dawkins reviewed in the February issue of British Book News. Although Mr. 

Tomlinson’s 1931 book is sometimes rather old-fashioned in style, that will not prevent 

the present-day reader from enjoying the merits of a highly personal assessment of one 

writer by another.

Maintaining the true essay tradition, they 
are entertaining without flippancy, discursive but not irrelevant, often wise without 
seeming so.

THE ESSENTIAL R. B. CUNNINGHAME GRAHAM. Selected with 
an Introduction and Preface by Paul Bloomfield.

This centenary volume of selections from the writings of R. B. Cunninghame 
Graham (1852-1936) contains the account of his Moorish captivity in Mogreb- 
El-Acksa (1898), over a dozen stories and sketches of South America, North Africa 
and Scotland, and short passages from The Conquest of the River Plate and other Latin 
American histories and lives of the Conquistadores. Each group has an editorial 
preface, and these, as well as the introduction, are excellent. Over forty when he 
began to write, Graham was never anything but an individualist; his subjects were 
not conducive to popularity. But there is no doubt of the lasting value of stories such 
as “Beattock for Moffat’ and ‘Calvary’, with their compassion for all creatures and

A translation of selections from Old English (Anglo-Saxon) vernacular poetry which, 
from 700-1066, drew its inspiration and subject matter from the doctrines and 
literature of the Church: the Vulgate, Apocrypha, the Liturgy, Lives of the Saints 
and Christian allegories, etc. The translations, which are apt and unforced without 
being too free, maintain the Old English verse structure of stress, alliteration and 
caesura. The introduction gives this literature its historical setting, and each poem is 
preceded by a critical commentary. This book will be welcomed by the many readers 
shut off from pre-Conquest literature by the difficulties of language. (829°1)

THE COMPLETE PLAYS OF AESCHYLUS. Translated into English 
Rhyming Verse with Commentaries and Notes by Gilbert Murray. Allen & Unwin, 
18s.

The scholar-poet has been no rarity in England, and some distinguished representatives 
are still active among us. Less frequent are the poet-scholars who, like the former 
Regius Professor of Greek in the University of Oxford, combine profound erudition 
with high poetical gifts. The reading and theatre-going public, who have long been 
familiar with Sir Gilbert Murray’s verse-translations from the Greck tragedians, will 
welcome the first collected edition of the plays of Aeschylus. Each play (separately 
paginated as in the original editions) is provided with an introduction and explanatory 
notes. (882) 


THE RETURN OF KING ODYSSEUS. Based on The Odyssey of Homer. 
Oxford University Press, 3s.6d. 18-4 cm. 179 pages. Illustrations and endpapers by 
Joan Kiddell-Monroe.

The story of the adventures of Odysseus, from the fall of Troy to his return to Ithaca 

and his acceptance as its former ruler. It is not a translation but a piece of straight- 

forward story-telling maintaining a directness of language and a simple dignity of 
style that is not unworthy of the first teller of this great tale. The conversations are 
natural and not too colloquial; the local colour and descriptions are apt and clear, and 
the characters keep their individuality. This latest title in a series designed to fill, for 
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English-readers anxious to profit by their skill, the gap between ‘simplified’ texts and 
the full range of original literature, amply fulfils its purpose.

RECORDING SCOTLAND. Edited with Notes by James B. Salmond. 
Introduction by Lord Macmillan. Oliver & Boyd for the Pilgrim Trust, 50s. 25*4 cm. 
179 pages. 80 plates (32 in colour). 
The introduction, by the late Chairman of the Pilgrim Trust, explains that during the 
Second World War the Trust lent financial assistance to a project of the Ministry of 
Labour and National Service to provide employment for artists and make a pictorial 
-ecord of places and buildings of beauty and historical interest in Britain, which were 
in danger. Four volumes have covered England and Wales, and the enterprise is now 
completed by this volume. Scottish artists contributed 145 pictures of their country, 
which now form a permanent collection. The selection reproduced so admirably here 
represents the work of forty-seven artists. The notes on the places portrayed are a 
worthy accompaniment to the delightful plates. (914°1) 


CONGO PILGRIM. Merlyn Severn. Museum Press, 18s. 22°8 cm. 221 pages. 
36 illustrations by the author. Map. Index. 
Miss Severn visited the eastern Belgian Congo in 1950 as a special correspondent of a 
London illustrated weekly, her special interest being the rapidly disappearing culture 
of the native populations. She reports clearly what she saw for herself and the numerous 
conversations she had with Belgians and natives, presenting a broad outline of con- 
temporary problems in industrial and social developments, the effects of these on the 
natives, and the ideas governing the plans of the Belgian authorities. The author does 
not accept the present position uncritically, and is aware of the problems in race 
relations which must eventually arise. The book is illustrated with some really striking 
photographs. (916-75) 


HISTORIC HOUSES OF CANADA. Katherine Hale (pseudonym of 
Amelia Garvin). Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), $4-00. 21 cm. 159 pages. Photo- 
graphs and line drawings by Dorothy Steeves. 

An enlarged and completely revised edition of the author's Canadian Houses of 

Romance published in 1926. Personal enthusiasm, travel and research have resulted in 

an interesting, informative anthology rather than a complete detailed survey of 

architectural styles and development. Anecdotes about the people who inhabited them 
make the houses come to life again in their social settings. The lack of an index is 
partially overcome by the geographical arrangement of the chapters and their sub- 

divided headings. The illustrations add to the attractiveness of the production. (917-1) 


THE GREAT AUSTRALIAN LONELINESS. Ernestine Hill. 2nd edition. 
Robertson & Mullens (Melbourne, Australia), 25s. 222 cm. 346 pages. 21 illustrations. 
Endpaper maps. Glossary. Index. 

The first Australian edition of this popular book was published in 1940, and the second 

has been reprinted several times, the last reprinting being in 1948. Mrs. Hill, an 

adventurous journalist in search of copy, travelled around Australia and across the 
centre, covering .ifty thousand miles in five years, mostly in the sparsely-populated 
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areas. Her varied experiences, the fascinating scenes she witnessed, and the colourful 
characters she met are described in lively fashion in a book which has become a classic 
of Australian travel.

THE RED CENTRE. Man and Beast in the Heart of Australia. H. H, 
Finlayson.

Since first publication in 1935 this deservedly popular book has been several times 

reprinted, and is now put out in a new edition. The author, Honorary Curator of 

Mammals, South Australian Museum, writes most interestingly, and from first-hand 

knowledge, of the aborigines and flora and fauna of the arid regions of central 

Australia. He also tells of the intrepid pioneers responsible for the extent to which the 

country has been opened up.

THOMAS BECON AND THE REFORMATION OF THE 
CHURCH IN ENGLAND. Derrick Sherwin Bailey. Oliver & Boyd, 155.

Thomas Becon, a popular preacher and vigorous propagandist who exercised a 
considerable influence on the Reformation in England and who in his own life and 
character mirrored the ideals of the movement, has been rescued from unmerited 
neglect by the appearance of this scholarly volume. As the result of patient research, 
the author has succeeded in writing an illuminating biography combined with a 
well-balanced estimate of Becon as a reformer and writer. Many errors in previous 
biographies are corrected and hitherto unused material is woven into the narrative, 
which is supported by detailed references throughout. (92) 


A POLITICAL MEMOIR, 1880-92. Joseph Chamberlain. Edited from 
the original manuscript by C. H. D. Howard. Batchworth Press, 21s. 22-2 cm.

Joseph Chamberlain (1836-1914) was one of the most striking political figures of the 

last century. This book is his own record of two parts of his career: first, as a Liberal in 

Gladstone’s cabinet (1880-85), and again in 1886; secondly, as a leader of the Liberal 

Unionist Party, gradually formed in opposition to Gladstone’s Irish policy. With 

political views widely differing from those of the Liberal Party, he had been no easy 

colleague of the Gladstonian Liberals. This book is in part a justification of views and 
actions that brought him much hostile criticism. The Chamberlain manuscript, here 
in print for the first time, shows admirable editing and throws considerable light on 

many controversial matters of the period. (92) 


THE LIFE FOR ME. Rupert Croft-Cooke. Macmillan, 18s. 22-2 cm.

Tiring of life in post-war London, the author escaped to a Sussex village and he here 
relates in faithful detail how he acquired, adapted, decorated, furnished and staffed 
his eighteenth century house, how he designed his garden, stocked his wine cellar 
and equipped his kitchen. A collector of English water-colours, pottery and books, of 
which he writes with gusto, he believes that a civilised life can still be lived in this 
regulation-ridden age and to this end he offers practical advice on catering, cookery 
(interesting Indian recipes are included) and the management of a country household.

Dr. Pelham Edgar, late professor of Victoria College, Toronto, stood in loco parentis 

to a considerable number of Canadian writers, and it is as such that his fragmentary 

memoirs have interest and importance. The excitements of his life were solely of the 
mind, and in his close friendships with such literary stalwarts as Stephen Leacock, 

Duncan Campbell Scott and E. J. Pratt he has left intimate records of their methods of 

work and sources of inspiration which fill out the picture of their lives. From Dr. 

Edgar, the traveller, we catch glimpses in relaxed mood of such English giants as 

Bennett, Wells and Meredith. The author died before this autobiography was com- 

pleted and it has been rounded off with several brief literary essays. (92) 


THE LETTERS OF RACHEL HENNING. Introduction by David Adams. 
The Bulletin Newspaper Co. (Sydney, Australia), 7s.6d. 27 cm. 126 pages. 40 pen 
drawings by Norman Lindsay. Maps. Notes. Paper bound. 

These letters were originally published during 1951 and early 1952 in the Australian 

weekly newspaper The Bulletin and are here reprinted three columns to the page 

in substantially the same format. Rachel Henning went to Australia from England in 

1854, aged twenty-eight. Homesickness and the unaccustomed rigours of life in the 

colonies led to her return to England in 1856, but five years later she was back in 

Australia where she settled permanently and quite happily, becoming Mrs. Deighton 

Taylor in 1866. The correspondence, which covers the years 1853 to 1882, is practically 

all addressed to her sister in England. It was not intended for publication but that 

detracts nothing from its value as a first-hand account of life in town and country in 

both New South Wales and Queensland during the last century. (92)

‘The present is in essentials the first edition of Johnson’s letters as a whole’, says Dr. 

Chapman. It includes those in the recently discovered Boswell papers, and failing any 

remarkable fresh additions it seems certain to remain the definitive edition for many 

years to come, for like Dr. Chapman’s recent edition of Jane Austen’s letters it is a 

model of expert scholarship and devoted labour. Of the 1,515 letters by Johnson 

included, 472 are now published for the first time or have appeared only in such special 
collections as Mr. R. B. Adlam’s catalogue. They are much more varied and interesting 
than anyone but the devout Johnsonian is likely to expect, and much of the 

editorial matter (including the 137 pages of indexes) is good reading in itself. (92)

This account of a varied and active life devoted to public service begins with reminis- 
cences of Socialist contributions to local government and local education. First 
elected to Parliament in 1922, the author became Lord Privy Seal in 1929 in Ramsay 
MacDonald’s government. His greatest administrative success was as Secretary of 
State for Scotland in Mr. Churchill’s wartime cabinet. Since then he has been res- 
ponsible for the great North of Scotland hydro-electric scheme. The book contains 
interesting descriptions of his travels in Canada, India, Russia and the United States, 
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and concludes with a series of thumb-nail sketches, including excellent ones of 
Ramsay MacDonald, Churchill, Maxton, Winant, James Bridie and Keir Hardie. (92) 


A YEAR OF SPACE. A Chapter in Autobiography. Eric Linklater. Macmillan, 
18s.

Seldom can even Mr. Linklater have crowded more into one year than into that which 
began in the spring of 1951. He was in Sweden when an invitation came to him to 
visit British and Commonwealth forces in Korea. He accepted. He understands 
soldicring, and he produced an excellent brief account of armies in good heart. He 
then proceeded to New Zealand, to lecture for the British C ouncil. Then away to 
Australia, New Guinea, and home through jewelled Ceylon, where once again he 
lectured on literature. It was a journey of variety and importance, and has been 
attractively retold. Neither Mr. Linklater, nor the reader, suffers a dull moment. (92)

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A Ditty Box in days gone by was the sailor’s repository for all the precious things 
connected with his service and home. It makes a fitting title for this record of a long 
and active life and of a distinguished ancestry. The Duke of Montrose’s experience of 
the sea ranges from navigating and scientific duties on sailing ships in the nineties 
down to service in the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve and work with the Coast 
Guard Organisation during World War I. In the naval developments that took place 
during that interval he played a considerable part. Reforms in the manning and 
victualling of British ships were largely due to his persistence; the idea of the aircraft 
carrier originated with him; and (his greatest achievement) he created the R.N.V.R. 
A potential source for naval historians, this book can also be recommended for its 
anecdotes and style.

While studying the legend of the Sainte Ampoule—the holy vessel miraculously 

supplied for the baptism of Clovis, the first Christian King of the Franks—Sir Francis 


Oppenheimer naturally met numerous subsidiary problems. He deals with five of 


them as a prelude to his forthcoming book on the Sainte Ampoule. They include 
an important one on the place and date of Clovis’s baptism, and another on the history 
of the fleur-de-lis, that elusive heraldic device. His interesting theories merit attention 
from all interested in this obscure period of European history. (940-1)

GREECE AND CRETE, 1941. Christopher Buckley. H.M. Stationery Office, 
128.6d.

In writing this popular military history the late Christopher Buckley had access to 
official documents, and from these he has pieced together a most interesting narrative 
of two gallant failures: the campaigns in Greece and Crete in 1941. In his able summing 
up at the end of each part of the book, Mr. Buckley gives his opinion that in spite of 
the defeats suffered and the comparatively heavy losses incurred in men and material, 
there was justification for the defence of both these areas. The chief reasons given are 
that the campaign in Greece delayed the Germans’ attack on Russia for a month, 
which may have had considerable effect on their ultimate defeat in that country; while 
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the very heavy losses among his parachute troops in Crete made Hitlergnervous of 
developing the German offensive in the Mediterranean by)these Means at @ most 
critical time.

Guerrilla activities behind an enemy’s lines have long been an’ operation of war, 

demanding a high standard of courage, determination and endurance. All these were 

exemplified by “Trotsky’ Davies and his gallant party from the day in 1943 when they 
parachuted into Albania to organise and aid the three main guerrilla groups of 

Albanians against the Germans until they were overcome the following year in the 

village of Kostenje. Davies himself was badly wounded and taken prisoner, but lived 

to command a brigade in Greece and Palestine. The narrative of this thrilling adventure 
reached the publishers on the day the author died. (940°542)

by sea and air at the first and second battles of Narvik. After describing the general 
strategy of the land operations, the author details the military campaign from the first 

British landing and the attempts to recapture Trondheim and Narvik to the final 

evacuation in carly June 1940. The campaign, although unsuccessful, provided lessons 

of inestimable value for future operations, and these are set out in a critical study of 
the whole campaign in retrospect. (940°$42)

A cheap edition of an escape story first published in 1947. The author was captured

Domesday Book contains much statistical material on the population, agriculture and 
social conditions of the period. Professor Darby’s main task, in this first volume of a 
series which will cover the country, has been to map, for six eastern counties, settle- 
ments, ploughlands, meadows, woodlands, mills, etc., in order to reconstruct their 
ography in the eleventh century. As he explains, the task is difficult, even tantalising, 
for identification of place names may be uncertain, there is no guarantee that the 
records are complete, and many units are employed whose value is obscure or disputed.

The author is mainly concerned with showing the impact of John W ycliffe (c. 1324-84) 
on his times. Wycliffe’ $s reputation at Oxford as a learned and subtle disputant 
recommended him to the government to argue the case against papal claims to 
taxation and preferment in England. His voluminous writings, without explaining his 
course of action, show him opposing ecclesiastical and papal temporalities, supporting 
the government against the Church and finally denying central theological doctrines. 
The nature and significance of the Lollard movement and Wycliffe’s part in it are 
fully discussed. The book gives an insight into university life and the relation between 
Church and State in medieval times. (942-03) 


NORTH COUNTRY LIFE IN THE EIGHTEENTH CENTURY. 
The North-East, 1700-1750. Edward Hughes. Oxford University Press, 30s. 22°2 cm.

This book is ‘social’ history in the best sense. National politics are not ignored, but the 

main themes are those which most interested a group of remarkably resolute men 

whose homes and ambitions were on the south bank of the Tyne. They had to take 
into account the penniless Jacobite gentry to the north and the politicians in London, 
but their main concern was with the coal trade. The problems which confronted them 
lasted at least as long as the private ownership of the mines and they dealt with 
them so successfully that their descendants dominated north Durham and south North- 
umberland for the next 150 years. There are economics and politics in this book which 
are well worth studying, but primarily it is about men who took both in their stride.

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on part of it. After Clarendon’s fall, speculators replaced his with Dover Street, 
Albemarle Street and Old Bond Street. Berkeley’s site survived, as Devonshire House, 
until 1924, but lands bought to guard his view northwards were developed by his 
heirs after 1736. The street names record the story, and the author, using legal and 
estate records, makes clear and interesting the development of this important section 
of London’s West End.

THE BATTLE OF ALCAZAR. E. W. Bovill. Introduction by the Rev. 
R. Trevor Davies. Batchworth Press, 18s. 222 cm. 212 pages. 13 plates. 2 maps. Plan. 
2 genealogical tables. Bibliography. Index. 
The defeat of Don Sebastian of Portugal at the battle of Alcazar in Morocco (1578) 
had an important bearing on the diplomatic history of Europe. While this has long 
been recognised, and although Elizabeth was involved through English traffic in arms 
to the Moors, no English historian has hitherto studied the battle in detailed fashion. 
Mr. Bovill now makes good this omission with a study of the events leading up to the 
battle and a minute account of the military occupation based on contemporary 
narratives. His book is an interesting addition to the literature of sixteenth century 
warfare. (946-9)

NATIONALISM AND COMMUNISM IN EAST ASIA. W. Macmahon 
Ball. Melbourne University Press (Melbourne, Australia): Cambridge University Press 
(London), 25s. 22-2 cm. 210 pages. 3 maps. References. Index. 
In this up-to-date work the Professor of Political Science in the University of 
Melbourne, and former Australian Minister and British Commonwealth Member 
of the Allied Council in Japan, writing under the auspices of the Institute of Pacific 
Relations, sets out to distinguish and relate the main contemporary political forces in 
East Asia, and to discuss the problems they create for the West. This is a thought- 


provoking book, clearly arranged and provided with adequate bibliographical 
references. (950) 


Cyprus 

A HISTORY OF CYPRUS. Vol. IV. The Ottoman Province, the British 
Colony, 1571-1948. Sir George Hill. Edited by Sir Harry Luke. Cambridge University 
Press, 70s. 23°4 cm. 674 pages. 18 illustrations. Folding map. Index. 

The late Sir George Hill added to his distinctions in his years of retirement by a monu- 

mental history of Cyprus. In this last volume which he completed, although he did 

not live to see it through the press, he deals with the three centuries of Ottoman rule 

and the subsequent period of British administration. Like the three preceding volumes 

itis a distinctive contribution to historical knowledge, fully documented, and embody- 

ing the results of research in English and French archives. There is much that is of 

general interest, including the first objective account of Enosis, the political movement 

for union with Greece. (956-4) 

The Sudan 

BRITISH POLICY IN THE SUDAN, 1882-1902. Mekki Shibeika. Oxford 
University Press, 30s. 22°2 cm. 447 pages. 6 maps. Bibliography. Index. 

The Sudanese author, Reader in Sudan History in the University College of 

Khartoum, has ransacked manuscript sources in London, Cairo and Khartoum, 

official publications, newspapers, and books for his material, which, arranged in 

fifteen chapters covering all the main aspects of his subject from the rise of the Mahdi 
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in 1881 to the Condominium Agreement of 1899, is left to speak for itself, with little 
analytical comment. Pace the title, there is no reference to any event or document of 
later date. A book less for the general reader than the specialist, who will find much 
of interest. (962-4)

BASUTOLAND, THE BECHUANALAND PROTECTORATE 
AND SWAZILAND. History of Discussions with the Union of South Africa, 
1909-1939. Commonwealth Relations Office. H.M. Stationery Office, 4s.6d. 24°6 cm. 
13$ pages. Map. Paper bound. (Command Paper 8707) 

The purpose of this timely Command Paper is to make readily available the official 

correspondence, extracts from Parliamentary reports, and other basic documents 

relating to British and South African views on the High Commission Territories, and 

also the relevant Orders in Council and sections of the South African Act of 1909, on 

which their status is based. A preface of seven pages gives a brief summary of the 

occasions when the subject of transfer has been raised, notably in 1913, 1924, and 1933 

and thereafter, and also indicates the constitutional problems involved in such transfer. 


Canada (968) 
THE BRUCE BECKONS. The Story of Lake Huron’s Great Peninsula. 
W. S. Fox. University of Toronto Press (Toronto, Canada), $4°00. 23-4 cm. 
253 pages. 38 illustrations. Index. 
Dr. Fox, formerly Chancellor of the University of Western Ontario and one of 
Canada’s leading educationalists, has spent many summers exploring that part 
of Ontario which lies between Lake Huron and Georgian Bay, the Bruce Peninsula. 
He describes its rugged grandeur and its natural resources, the lives of its people and 
their fortitude in the face of hardship. Particularly interesting are his accounts of 
shipwrecks on its rocky coasts, of its folk-lore and of its early industries. Special 
attention is given to its flora, too. Pleasant and informative, this book is a welcome 
addition to the growing number of books on local life and history in Canada. (971°3) 


Pacific 
THE MIDMOST WATERS. John Fisher. Naldrett Press, 18s. 22-2 cm. 220 
pages. Drawings by Robert Gibbings. Sketch map. Sources. Glossary. 

Mr. Fisher’s subject is broadly the Pacific Ocean in the nineteenth century, and he 
develops this theme in studies of well-known writers whose careers and books illus- 
trate the rapid and far-reaching changes which took place in that period. They range 
from William Ellis, as an example of the early missionaries, to Captain Mahan and 
the onset of power politics. The form of the book is straightforward narrative, in 
which the nd ton by frequent quotation, are allowed to speak for themselves. Mr. 
Fisher does not claim to have written a history of the Pacific or even of its literature, 
but in these pages, filled with picturesque detail and no little drama, he conveys 
agreeably ft leisurely the significant landmarks in a pregnant chapter of world 
history. Mr. Gibbings’s drawings are an attractive addition. (990) 


Australia 

TRUE PATRIOTS ALL; or, News From Early Australia, as told in a Col- 
lection of Broadsides. Garnered and Decorated by Geoffrey Chapman Ingleton. 
Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), 42s. 28 cm. 280 pages. Coloured 
frontispiece. Illustrations. Notes. 

This fascinating collection includes mainly broadsides, with a few rare chapbooks and 

pamphlets, relating, amongst other things, to calamities, crimes and celebrated events 
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in the infant colony. All belong to the period 1785-1855 when Australia’s literary 
history was only beginning. Thirty-two of the broadsides are printed in full-page 
facsimile; many others have been skilfully reprinted in substantially unchanged 
form. Those illustrations not in facsimile have been designed and executed by the 
compiler, who is an artist with specialist knowledge of early Australiana. Through- 
out, the typography and format are in keeping with the nature of the original 
material. The notes are both helpful and unobtrusive. (994-02) 


Arctic Regions 
ARCTIC SOLITUDES. Admiral Lord Mountevans. Lutterworth Press, 12s.6d. 
22:2 cm. 159 pages. 24 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

Lord Mountevans, who served with three expeditions to Antarctica, including 
Captain Scott’s last, here relates the heroic story of the exploration of the Arctic, from 
the journeys of the earliest Vikings, of Frobisher, Franklin, Peary, Nansen, Stefansson, 
Rasmussen and Amundsen to post-war Russian achievements by land, sea and air. 
Extracts from their journals and from classic Arctic literature, together with many fine 
photographs, show what these men of many nationalities endured in order to discover 
the North-East and North-West Passages, to map the Arctic wastes of Canada, 
Greenland and Kussia and to conquer the North Pole itself. (998) 


FICTION 


General 
LOVE’S A MAN OF WAR. Violet Dean. Gollancz, 128.6d. 19 cm. 
272 pages. 

Here is a first novel that is carried through with the welcome assurance of a practised 
writer. Its story pattern is conventional—the fictional biography of an Englishwoman 
who is born in London, marries a worthless husband and goes to India, and then, as a 
widow, has an unhappy love affair in Italy—but it is given much distinction by the 
depth of its feeling, its shrewd observation, its sly humour, and by the freshness of 
its incident. There are some excellent character portraits, and the book, because 
of its sincerity, lingers in the mind. 


WHO GOES HOME. Maurice Edelman. Wingate, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 256 pages. 


Mr. Edelman has made an entertaining story out of the political columns of yesterday 
morning’s newspaper. The scene is the House of Commons: bids for American aid to 
Britain accompanied by anti-American outbursts, ‘pairing’ of M.P.s, all-night sittings 
forced by the Opposition to embarrass the Government—these realistic details give 
authenticity to the story of a Minister’s fight against an attempt to charge him with 
corruption because of an indiscretion committed while on a mission to the U.S.A. 
Many other themes have a place—unscrupulous journalism, electioneering tactics, 
party intrigues—and Mr. Edelman sketches several wickedly life-like portraits. 


TROY CHIMNEYS. Margaret Kennedy. Macmillan, 11s.6d. 19°6 cm. 253 
pages. 

This period piece of Regency times is cunningly constructed in the form of old, 

resurrected family papers—in particular the journal and memoir of one Miles _—— 

Lufton. The writer is revealed to have a dual nature: as ‘Pronto’ he is a successful social 

climber in rich and aristocratic circles; ‘Miles’ is a more sincere and more likeable 
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character. From Miss Kennedy, this is a light-weight novel perhaps, but it abounds in 
pertinent a touches and interesting incident, and the final ironic consequences of 
Lufton’s duality are not without pathos. 


MARTHA QUEST. Doris Lessing. Michael Joseph, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 320 pages. 
The first of an ambitiously planned series of novels, Martha Quest describes the child- 
hood and adolescence of a girl in South Africa during the twenties and thirties—first 
on her parents’ farm and later on in ‘the big city’. Miss Lessing’s manner is drab, but 
her matter is interesting: racial frictions, weakening of Empire, socialism among the 
intelligent young and an extraordinary ritualistic existence among the others. Martha, 
although not a very likeable character, is a convincing one who may develop into a 
considerable figure. 


THE FAIR BRIDE. Bruce Marshall. Constable, 12s.6d. 19 cm. 249 pages. 


We have become so accustomed to pro-Republican books about the Spanish Civil 
War that it is still a shock to read one in which General Franco is represented as the 
saviour of civilisation. But although Mr. Marshall is a partisan of Catholics and 
Nationalists he is not blind to their errors, nor is he unaware of the opposing side’s 
merits. His story of the war as experienced by a priest whe is concerned with safe- 
guarding a holy relic is intelligent, witty, and adventurous—and though severe on 
Republican atrocities it is even more severe on ecclesiastical inadequacy. 


YOUNG MEN WAITING. Chapman Mortimer. Cresset Press, 128.6d. 19 cm. 
254 pages. 

Although it tells a straightforward story, abounds in brilliant imagery, and is written 
in admirably precise prose, the effect at which this novel successfully aims is obliquity. 
Three young artists meet regularly in a Paris café in the twenties; a stranger, by sitting 
near them, assumes a sinister significance that tragically disrupts the unity of the group; 
it then appears that the stranger’s purpose is no more sinister than that of waiting for 
the ee of his fiancée. Attempting to express the inexpressible in human relations, 
this novel achieves the substance of poetry. 


THE EASTER PARTY. V. Sackville-West. Michael Joseph, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 
239 pages. Frontispiece. 
The Easter party that Miss Sackville-West describes so suavely and with an alert if 
somewhat superficial command of character takes place in the gracious country house 
of a wealthy and successful Q.C. This polite gathering—Sir Walter and Lady Morti- 
bois and their five guests—provides some sharply contrasted examples of married life: 
the cosily married suburban couple, the too-often married Lady Juliet, and, in 
particular, Sir Walter himself who has, advisedly, married his engaging wife in name 
only. The events of this week-end, rising to a melodramatic climax, force Sir Walter, 
an agreeable but distorted personality, to revise several of his obsessive ideas about 


life. 


EAST OF EDEN. John Steinbeck. Heinemann, 15s. 20°3 cm. 531 pages. 

Beginning with the American Civil War and ending with the First World War, John 
Steinbeck has here attempted a parable of good and evil in the form of a tale about 
pioneers in California. He describes how a Connecticut soldier has two sons between 
whom there is a Cain and Abel relationship; later, when the Abel-like brother makes a 
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disastrous marriage and migrates to the West, the same relationship is revealed in his 
two sons, and the result is tragedy. Steinbeck’s thought lacks subtlety and his writing 
is far from precise, but his book has spaciousness and a narrative energy that sweeps 
the reader with it. 


MY FATHER’S HOUSE. Henri Troyat. Translated from the French by 
David Hapgood. Macmillan, 15s. 20-3 cm. 637 pages. 

Tant que la Terre Durera (1947) is a story of Russia and her neighbouring nations from 
1888 to 1914 and deals with three families—one a merchant’s, another a doctor’s and 
the third an architect’s. The fortunes in love, business and friendship of the children 
of these families are told against a background of Asian history: there are scenes of the 
coronation of Tsar Nicholas II, the Russo-Japanese war, the beginnings of the First 
World War, together with descriptions of cholera epidemics, pogroms, and revolu- 
tionary conspiracies. It is a tumultuous, detailed novel, fascinatingly unhackneyed in 
its accounts of Eastern family life and public festivals. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 
THE NOONDAY DEVIL. Ursula Curtiss. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 9s.6d. 
19 cm. 192 pages. 

Andrew Sentry learns that his brother’s death six years before in a Japanese prison- 
camp was deliberately engineered. His search for the murderer renews the antagonism 
between himself and his brother’s fiancée and places other lives in jeopardy as well as 
his own. The story steadily increases in tension, the characters are ably delineated, and 
the identity of a murderer who has killed more than once and is prepared to kill again 


is skilfully preserved.

CHILD OF STORM. H. Rider Haggard. Macdonald, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 240 pages. 

7 illustrations by Hookway Cowles. (Macdonald Illustrated Edition) 
The historical part of this tale (first published in 1913) culminates in Cetewayo’s defeat 
of his brother Umbelazi at Endondakusuka (1856) in their struggle for succession to 
the throne of Zululand. According to the story this dissension was fomented by Zikali, 
a witch doctor who uses the wiles and fascination of Mameena (Child of Storm) to 
increase the rivalry between the brothers. This vigorous story, typical of the writer in 
narrative skill and knowledge and experience of South Africa and the Zulu people, 
should continue to maintain its appeal.

TALES OF A CHINESE AMAH. Ruby Fabris Kingcome. Nisbet, 8s.6d. 

19°6 cm. 186 pages. $ coloured illustrations by Fei Cheng-Wu. 
As a girl Mrs. Kingcome lived in Tientsin, and her delightful Chinese maid used to 
entertain her with innumerable imaginative stories—many based on genuine Chinese 
folk-lore. The author has retold seventeen of these tales and legends in a graceful and 
extremely vivid manner, and these unusual stories of bygone China—some gay, some 
sad—should attract children from nine onwards. The pretty coloured illustrations, in 
a traditional Chinese style, suitably adorn an attractive production. 
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THE WELSH FAIRY BOOK. W. Jenkyn Thomas. Reissue. University 
Wales Press (Cardiff), 10s.6d. 22-2 cm. 318 pages. Illustrations by Willy Pogany. 
An authentic collection, introducing Welsh legend and folk-lore to Welsh children 
and others, which first appeared in 1907 and has been reissued several times since. The 
eighty-three stories (some quite brief) are related in a direct style, which sometime 
becomes a little pedestrian. Nevertheless, there is much varied, rich and out-of-the-way 

material here.

A DAY WITH THE FILM MAKERS. Francis Rodker. Pitman, 103.64 
25°4 cm. 72 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 

An account of a tour round a British film studio conducted by Francis Rodker, 
director of animation and special effects at the Shell Film Unit, for the benefit of his 
young nephew and niece. He explains to them the salient points of making a film, the 
functions of the various technicians, and, as well as taking them on a set while a scene 
is being shot, shows them round the property department, the make-up and cutting 
rooms; music recording and dubbing are then explained. Pleasantly and clearly 
written, and well illustrated, the book should appeal particularly to children between 
the ages of nine and thirteen.
